DIG THEIR OWN GRAVES. 


English Army Methods In the Execu- 
tion of Condemned Spies. 

The ceremony of disposing of a con 
demned spy in the English army al 
Ways follows a definite precedent 

The unfortunate man is surrounded 
by a detachment of infantry, and after 
he is provided with a plek and shovel 
he is marched off to a selected spot 
and ordered to dig his own grave 
This done, the tools are taken fron 
him and his eyes are bandaged, The 
attending chaplain reads portions se 
lected from the burial service, and 
from the ranks of the escort twelve 
men are selected at random by the 
officer in charge. 

These men, having stacked their own 
rifles, are led to where twelve other 
rifles are awaiting them, six of whieh 
are loaded with blank cartridges. One 
of these is hunded to each man, so 
that no one knows whether the rifle 
he holds contains a bullet or not, and 
none can say for certain that the shot 
fired by him killed the prisoner. The 
firing party then marches to an ap 
pointed position, The commands “Pre 
“Fire!” are given, and almost 
before the last word rings out the 
volley is fired and the spy falls into 
the grave he has dug.

They Do All the Herd Work While 
Lazy Men Loll and Smoke, 

The lot of women in Portugal ts not 
fn enviable one, according to Mr Au 
brey F.C. Bell, who in his book, “In 
Portugal” thus describes the lnbor 
that falls to their share 

“Portuguese men are so notoriously 
indolent that it is ne exaggeration to 
say that two-thirds of the work of Por 
tual is done by women, To them the 
Portuguese word mourejar is really ap 
plicable, since, in facet, they work like 
Moors or slaves, They work in the 
fields and appear to bear the brant of 
the labor, 

“In one field the woman in the heat 
of the day draws up bucket after buck 
et of water while the man sits perched 
ina shady olive tree, In the neighbor 
ing field a man watches six women at 
work among the maize. In oa third 
a group of women stand working In 
the summer sun while a group of men 
sit at the same work under a vine trel 
lis, 

“Bverywhere are to be seen women 
with huge loads of immense weight, 
while the men accompany them empty 
handed, The man lies in his ox cart 
and must have a cigarro and a cope of 
wine or bwtidy after his hard day's 
work, or he sits at his counter and bids 
his wife go out into the cruel sunshine 
to fetch a heavy bilten of water or 
other provisions, Women work in the 
quarries. Women row heavy barges, 
Wherever there is hard work women 
are to be found.” 


THE RISE OF NEW YORK. 


It Dates From the Time That the Erie 
Canal Was Opened, 

If we seek the original creator of 
landed wealth in New York we must 
look over the heads of Astor and the 
Goelets to De Witt Clinton, the man 
who in 1825 pushed to completion the 
Brie canal. 

Up to that time New York was not 
inevitably marked out for the Amer 
lean metropolis, In 1800 Philadelphia 
was actually a larger city, and Balti- 
more, with its splendid harbor and its 
inland river communication, confident 
ly expected to grasp the nation’s com- 
mercial lendersbip. 

tut the rie canal changed the situ- 
ation ina twinkling. It placed the city 
in communication with inland New 
York—an agricultural empire in itself, 
whose wealth had previously flowed 
by way of the Susquehanna river to 
Baltimore—and New York became the 
seaport for the agricultural states bor- 
dering on the great lakes, 

Until the Erie canal was opened it 
had cost $88 a ton to transport wheat 
from Buffalo to Albany. With this 
new waterway the cost fell to some- 
thing more than $5. A string of cities, 
several of which became large ones, 
sprang up along its course, all tribu 
tary to New York.—Burton J. Hendrick 
in MeClure’s Magazine.

BRUSHED THE LAW ASIDE. 


Way Witches Were Tried In 

Massachusetts In 1692. 

When the witchcraft delusion of 1692 
seized the province of Mussachusetts 
the people would not wait for the 
workings of the established tribunal of 
justice. It was too slow to suit them 
So they cried out for a special court to 
hustle along the trial of witches, and 
Governor Phipps meekly yielded to the 
clamor and named seven judges to con 
duct the trials. 

It was distinetly a popular court 
und wis controlled absolutely by the 
popular will. Not a single one of the 
seven judges was a lawyer. Two of 
the judyes were clergymen, two were 
physicians, and three were merchants 
The common law was thrown aside, 
rules of evidence were ignored, and the 
judges and juries were left untram 
meled by any “quibbles of the law” to 
follow their own feelings and the pop- 
ular will. 

Says Washburn in his “Judicial His 
tory of Massachusetts:” “The trials 
were but a form of executing popular 
vengeance. Juries were intimidated 
by the frowns and persuasions of the 
court and by the outbreakings of the 
mnultitude that crowded the place of 
trial to render verdicts against their 
own consciences und judgment.” He 
cites one cuse, that of Rebecea Nurse, 
in which the jury actually bad the 
couruge to bring in a verdict of not 
guilty, whereupon “the accusers rais 
ed a great outcry and the judges were 
overcome by the clamor.” The jury 
Was sent back, returned with a verdict 
of guilty, and the woman was accord. 
ingly executed.—Boston Herald,

The Magic of a Siphon.

Dacty! is Greek for finger, and from 
this the word dactylograpby, to apply 
to a knowledge of finger rings, has been 
accepted, though evidently a misfit. 
Rings us signets bark back to ancient 
Egypt, from which country they prob- 
ably came to Greece. Solon, the Greek 
lawgiver, who died 558 years before 
the Christian era, enacted a law that 
ho engraver or cutter of signet rings 
should keep by him the impression of 
any ring be had cut. As these rings 
were used to sigm documents of various 
kinds, this law was intended to pre- 
vent fraud and forgery, 

Humble Pie. 

There is a queer twist of language in 
the phrase “to eat humble pie.” The 
word “humble” is a corrupted form of 
the origina’ “numble,” which is an dn- 
edible part of the carcass of 1 deer and 
would make very poor pie. The words 
“humble ple” have the same original 
meaning as “to eat crow,” a phrase 
common in political life. There is an 
enforced humility in this process, and 
the change from “numble" to “humble” 
introduced a thought which harmonized 
with the Idea sought to be expressed.

DAY GUIDES FOR MARINERS. 


The Simple Code That Governs These 
Valuable Aids to Navigation—How 
the Whistling Buoy and Bell Buoy 
Fog Signals Are Operated. 


As everybody knows, there are black 
buoya and red buoys, buoys with hort- 
zvontal black and red stripes, buoys 
with black and white vertical stripes, 
not to spenk of bell buoys and the 
tnuch larger buoys that Hie well out at 
sea and are called “inammoth buoys.” 

Sach of these aids to navigation has, 
of course, its own particular meaning. 
The place that each occupies is care 
fully chosen for it, and its arrangement 
Is governed by u careful system. 

Buoys ure called “day warks,” Ip 
contradistinction to the “night marks" 
=the lights and beacons. 

For the purposes of the lighthouse 
board the coasts of the United States, 
Including the Inkes and navigable 
rivers, ure divided into various dis 
tricts, each district being under the 
charge of an officer who sees that all 
buoys in his district are properly cared 
for. 

For obvious reasons similar buoys in 
all districts mean the same thing. In 
other words, a buoy of a particular dls- 
tingulshing color off the coast of Maine 
carries the same significance that a 
buoy of thnt same color has off the 
coast of Florida. So the mariner who 
enters the New England port is guided 
and directed in precisely the same way 
as the mariner who enters a southern 
port, and the same is true of all other 
Parts of the country. 

The government publishes coast 
charts showing the colors and _ posi- 
Uons of the buoys. The lighthouse 
board publishes, in addition, a yearly 
list, distributed gratis for the benetit 
of navigation, in which each one of the 
thousands of buoys is located and 
described. 

The passenger standing at the rail of 
the liner coming in from sea will prob- 
ably first notice a “mammoth buoy.” 
These buoys are used only in special 
vases—as, for example, to mark the ap. 
proaches to channels over bars or 
shoals that Iie some distance from the 
coast, 

Red and black buoys designate the 
channel. They lie on either side. The 
ted buoys, which have even numbers, 
must be left on the starboard or right 
band in passing in from sea. The black 
buoys, always with odd numbers, must 
be left on the port hund. 

When there are two or more chan- 
nels these are distinguished by a differ- 
ence either in the size or in the shape 
of the buoys. 

An isolated rock, wreck or any ob- 
struction that has a channel on either 
side of it is shown by a buoy with red 
and black horizontal stripes. 

Buoys showing white and black per- 
pendicular stripes and lying in mid 
channel indicate that they must be 
Passed close to avoid danger. 

As un indication that there is a turn- 
ing point In the channel we see buoys 
surmounted by triangles, cages, etc. 

There are buoys which are also fog 
signals, such os the bell buoy and the 
whistling buoy. ‘The latter is used off 
the coast to show dangerous outlying 
shoals or other obstructions. It is sur: 
mounted by a locomotive whistle made 
to sound by the rushing through it 
of air admitted and compressed by the 
rising and falliug motion of the buoy 
Itself. It has been found that these 
buoys are particularly adapted to tur 
bulent waters, inasmuch as the more 
violent the sea is the louder the sound 
given out by the buoy. The whistling 
buoy, a most unpleasant neighbor, may 
be heard a at distance of about ten 
miles. Under very fuvorable conditions 
it hus been heard fifteen miles, 

The bell buoy consists of the bottom 
section of a buoy floating in the water 
on which is mounted a framework 
bearing a bell which, instead of the 
ordinary tongue and clapper, shows a 
siuiall cunnon ball supported on a plat- 
form just beneath the bell’s mouth 
This ball rolls to and fro with every 
motion of the sea. 

Bell buoys are employed in harbors 
and rivers where the water is smooth- 
er thun in the rondsteads and where 
{t is not necessary that their sound 
shall be heard a great distance. 

The ordinary buoy, not of the whis 
tling or the bell variety, Is made either 
of wood or of tron. Those of iron are 
hollow with air tight compartments 
and are of three shapes, called re 
spectively nun, can and ice buoys. 
The nun buoy is almost conical in 
shape, the can buoy approaches the 
cylindrical form, and the ice buoy is 
very long and narrow, somewhat re 
rembling the spar buoy in form. 

The wooden or spar buoys are sticks 
ranging In length from twelve to sixty 
feet and painted according to the uses 
to which they are to be put. The 
lower end Is fitted for a mooring chain 

Buoys bave many vicissitudes and 
are exposed to many dangers. Passing 
steamers run down the Iron buoys and 
rip them open or cut off big pieces of 
spar buoys with their sharp propeller 
blades. As the fron buoys are made 
In compartments, they are seldom 
sunk by such collisions, but their line 
of flotation is often so lowered that 
they have to be replaced.—Harper's 
Weekly.

Men Who Find Smoking Anything but 
an Agreeable Task. 

The French government's — official 

tasters of tobacco form a category of 

clvil servants of whose activity little 


Is known outside their own depuart- 
ment. 
Tobacco is a state monopoly in 


France, ind these experts are employ- 
ed under the ministry of finance to re- 
port on all classes of tobacco that are 
permitted to be sold in France. The 
inen are mostly superannuated inspee- 
tors of tobacco factories. 

Their hours of business are from 9 
to 5. Asa rule, it is the lower grades 
of tobacco that need the most careful 
attention. They have to report not 
only on the cigars, clgarettes and pipe 
tobaccos put on the market by the 
French Tobacco Regie, but also on all 
{Imported tobacco, 

Smoking when compulsory is any- 
thing but an agreeable duty, these 
employees say. They are in constant 
danger from ills caused by the exces- 
sive use of tobacco, and they combat 
these by taking large quantitles of 
black coffee, which Is also said to as- 
sist them to differentiate between the 
various kinds of tobacco on which they 
have to give their opinion.—Exchange.

Complimentary to Western 
Ozone and correct individual liv- 
ing it was announced in these 
columns a fow weeks ago that 
Hon. Dighton Corson of South 
Dakota, a native of Cannan, 
Maine, would probably be a can 
didate for reelection this fall. 

Judge Corson will be 85 yeara 
old next October; is one of the 
ablest jurists in the West; and 
has occupied a seat on the South 
Dakota Supreme Court Bench 
continuously for nearly the Inst 
quarter of a century.

the Press, and hosts of friends, 
Roosevelt's popularity pulled the 
Judge’s opponent through by the 
skin of his teeth. 

The handsome support he re- 
ceived, and his splendic victory 
of 3 to 1 votes at the Primaries 
over President Taft, enabled 
Judge Corson to emerge from the 
contest one of the proudest and 
happiest men in South Dakota.

work. Under the care of thie organ- 
ization the birda have increased won 


dertully in numbers. When the work 
was beguo there were on the New 
Kngland Coast only about 20 puirs of 
Inughing gulls which bred on Muskeget 
Taland, Now thore are more than a 
thousand there and they are spreading 
along the coast to the Gulf of Maine 
Lhe increase of the herring gulls and 
the terns under this protection has been 
phenomenal. Even the least tern or 
sea swallow, which was vearing ex- 
tinction in the Kaet is increasing 

At the beginning a strenuous attempt 
wns madeto save the berons and es- 
pecially the white egreta. Kyrets for- 
merly were scattered through the 
United States in large vumbere in all 
suitab'e localities from the Hudsou 
River to Oregon and frown Florida to 
California. The efforte made to pro- 
tect them came so late that votwith 
standing all that could be done to save 
them they continued to decrease until 
about three years ago William Dut 
cher, President of the National Asso 
ciation of Audubon Societies leaned to 
the belief that nothing could save them 
from extermination. ‘Che plume bhuot- 
ers bad killed three wardens, ‘shot 
out’ the heropries that the wardens 
were employed to protect avd had 
managed to shoot up other heronries 
while the wardens were temporarily 
absent, until probably only a few bun- 
dred birds were left in the United 
States and these were scattered far and 
wide. When Mr. Dutcher was sud 
denly stricken dowo, Mr. T. Gilbert 
Pearson, Secretary of the Nationul 
Association gave up the attempt to pro 
tect the egrets against the Indians aud 
desperadoes of Southern Florida avd 
be and the directors of the association 
turned their energies toward other 
States in the attempt to save the few 
birds left. 

Thus far the enterprise has been suc 
cessful beyond expectation. Laat year 
about three thousand egrets were known 
to be in existence and this year there 
are at least five thousand in known 
colonies scattered through the Atlantic, 
Pacific und Gulf States. 

Protection in the South Atlantic 
States was so successful last summer 
that from twelve to twenty egrets ap 
peared in Eastern Massachusetts and 
remaived here the greater part of two 
months. No such number has been 
seen here within the memory of the | 
oldest inbabitant, aud it is reported | 
thata few are here agaio this year 
The Assoeiation has succeeded in se- 
curing the passage of laws in many 
states making the sale of the plumage 
of these birds illegal, and if this work 
is sustained financially the public sale 
of the plumes will be stopped through 
out North America. 

The egrets are fast being extermin 
ated in every part of the world where 
they exist, and if they can be protected 
here the time may eome when the 
United States alone of all the countries 
in the world can boast of living ex- 
amples of these beautiful species. 

Will the American people support 
this beneficent work by contributing 
liberally toward it or shall we see the 
egrets disappear as did vast hordes of 
(he passenger pigoona?

Thus does 
the fate of nations hang not on threads, 
but on ribbons.”

LAUGHTER AND TEARS. 
Why an Outburst of the One May 
Cause a Flow of the Other, 

What ts Inughter and why do tears 

£0 offen accompany It? 

On each side of the throat is an ar 
tery called the carotid, At the level of 
the larynx this divides, one braneh, 
which earries blood to the brain, betng 
called the tnternal, the other, which 
distributes blood to the face, being 
talled the external, These two branches 
are Joined about the level of the eyes 
by the ophthalmic artery, whieh forms 
h canal between them, This commu 
nication is the cause of the close con 
nection between the brain and the tear 
flands, between laughter and yrief, 
both of which are generators of tears 

Physiologically, a burst of laughter 
Is nothing but a strenuous effort, like 
lifting a henvy weight. In both cases 
the muscles of the throat and stomach 
contract 

When la®@hter is the 
whole body Is convulsed; every muscle 
Is contracted. In the place of normal 


excessive 


respiration come = short intermittent 
respirations, insufficient to free the 
lungs from the semi-asphyxia pro 


duced by the contraction of the throat 
muscles, The face shows the conges 
tion of the blood vessels of the head. 
Apoplexy may in rare cases result. 
These muscular contractions compress 
the external carotid, which can no 
longer supply the brain with blood 
In consequence this rushes up the in- 
ternal carotid, which becomes choked 
and dilated. It can stand the pressure 
only because the ophthalmie artery re 
lleves it. Taking this route the blood 
congests the tear glands, which over 
flow. 

Tears are exactly the same as the 
Hquid part of the blood. So It is a 
fair deduction that the action of cry- 
Ing is equivalent to a certain loss of 
blood, which relieves the congestion 
of the brain. This is why women feel 
60 much better after a good cry. 

The faclal contortions of weeping 
persons are caused by the automatic 
contraction of such muscles as are 
needed to compress the tear glands 
and so help to squeeze out the tears.— 
New York World. 


BATTLE OF MARATHON. 


The Most Decisive Day In the History 
of the World. 

The single day in the world’s history 

which was fraught with the most tre- 


mendous consequences to mankind was | 


the day on which the battle of Mara- 
thon was fought. The handful of tiny 
states that inhabited Greece had de 
veloped faculties which indicated that 
man had advanced another stage to- 
ward the h?hest ideals. 

Foremost among those little nations 
was Athens, which state, too, contain- 
ed the germs of human freedom. It 
was the forerunner of the democracies 
of the world. ‘But the very existence 
of Athens and Greece was threatened 
by the huge barbaric empire of Persia. 
Darius had sent out his hordes of war- 
riors to add the Grecian states to his

The 
Greeks themselves hesitated to haz- 
ard a battle with the conquerors of 
the world. Their generals debated the 
question, and the declsion to fight the 
Persians was caused by the eloquence 
of the Immortal Miltiades. He led his 
10,000 Greeks against the Persian host 
and gained a decisive victory. The glo 
rious day of Marathon beat back the 
advancing tide of eastern despotism 
and barbarism and saved the freedom

*DanteL A. Kimpactt Passes Away. 
HAS BEEN CONNECTED WITH HOUSA 
TONIC BANK FOR 54 rears, 18 rears 
AS PRESIDENT —FAILS TO SURVIVE 
OPERATION IN HARTFORD. 


Daniel Ames Kimball, 69, tor the 
past 13 years President of the Houra- 
tonic National Bank in Stockbridge, 
who died suddenly Friday vight at 10 
o'clock at the Charter Oak Hospital in 
Hartford, Ct., where be underwent a 
severe surgical operation Monday, was 
the Deav of the bankers of Berkshire 
County, Mr. Kimball left Stockbridge 
by automobile on the 5th for Hartford, 
where his daughter, Mrs. Kdward B 
Field, resides. The news of hia death 
was a great shock to his friends in 
southern Berkshire, as he appeared to 
be in his usual health. His leaving for 
an operation was not generally known 

Mr. Kimball was boro in Lowell, 
April 2, 1848, a son of Daniel and 
Mury (Ames) Kimball. He prepared 
for college in Williams Academy at 
Stockbridge, of which his father was 
Principal. He did not enter college, 
however, but began his business life us 
clerk at the Housatonic Bank in Stock- 
bridge when only 15 years of age. In 
1864 he held a position in the Thames 
Bavk at Norwich, Ct. At the age of 
21 he returned to the Housatonic Bank 
as cashier, being without doubt the 
youngest bank casbier in the State. In 
1899 he was elected President of the 
Bank, succeeding the late Daniel R 
Williams, and bas since held that po- 
sition. Alltold he was connected with 
the Housatonic Bank, in late years 
called the Housatonic National Bank, 
for 54 yeare, a record seldom equalled 
He wre a skilful financier and through 
his careful management the Housatonic 
National Bank bas become one of the 
stroog financial Institutions of Western 
Massachusetts. 

Had Mr. Kimball chosen 
out to a larger field in bis career he 
would have unquestionably have made 
a great pame for himself as a fivancier 
Mr. Kimball had also held many posi- 
tlons of trust. He had been treasurer 
of the Housatonic Mutual Fire losur 
ance Company, Treasurer of the Stock 
bridge and Pittsfield Railroad Company 
for 40 years, Treasurer of the Stock 
bridge Water Company, Treasurer of 
the Stockbridge Library Association.

How Bullion In Transit Is Guard- 
ed on an il Liner. 


LOCKED IN ROOMS OF STEEL. 


After the Treasure Is Safely Stowed 
Away There Is Little Danger of Its 
Being Stolen During the Voyage. 
Shipping and Checking the Kegs. 


The natural assumption would be 
that in the safeguarding of the treas 
wre which the various countries are 
ronstantly sending one another by the 
big ocenn liners there would be re 
quired the vigilance of iany men, 
This, however, is not generally the 
ense, since, once the gold is) stored 
away in the rooms set apart for that 
purpose on the big ships and the ves- 
sel is well out at sea, no armed guards 
ure necessary, 

Taking the specific case of one liner 
sailing under the British flag, we find 
that it has two strong rooms, the 
smaller of the two being in close prox- 
{mity to the captain's office, This one 
compartment has no doubt sheltered 
gold enough to pay the cost of the liner 
many times over. The walls, the roof 
and the celling are lined with two ineh 
stee] plate, and the room contains noth 
ing in the way of fixtures save shely- 
ing. The locks, which are of the dou- 
ble variety, are rendered still more se- 
cure by steel hasps covering the key 
holes, and they are provided with mus- 
sive padlocks. The strong rooms, be 
ing in the most frequented portion of 
the vessel, where persons are passing 
them at all hours of the day and night, 
thus receive the best protection, after 
ail ‘There are two sets of keys, one 
of which is retained by the agent in 
charge of the consignment of gold and 
the other of which remains with the 
captain, 

In the case of the British vessel nen 
tioned there is another and larger spe 
situated next to the provi 
This is about twelve 
feet in length by four in width, It 
frequently happens that both strong 
rooms are tilled to their utmost capacl 
ty, und on one occasion this liner car 
ried some $50,000,000 fn gold bullion 
packed in small kegs bound with steel

Gold usually is brought to the vessel 
on which it is to be shipped the day 
before the date of sailing, and it is 
stored away cnrefully before passen- 
vers embark. It arrives at the pier in 
ordinary trucks under the guard of 
armed men. The customary method 
of getting the gold on board is to haul 
the kegs up anu inclined chute to the 
deck by means of a hoisting engine, 
but this method is not followed in- 
variably. Sometimes key is 
pliced in a sling and carried on board 
by men detailed for this service. 

The receipt given by the steamship 
company sets forth that so many kegs 
have been received for shipment, not 
for any stated amount of gold to the 
value of so much. The kegs bear the 
government seal in many instances, 
and in such when they have 
been safely put in the strong room, the 
are sealed with gov 
ernment wax, the impression being 
broken only when the official on the 
other side comes to receive the gold 
The kegs are checked thrice—when 
they are taken from the trucks, when 
they reach the gangway and when 
they are placed in the strong room, 

Although no armed guard stands by 
the strong room, two men wateh the 
room constantly so long as the ship is 
in sight of land. As a matter of fact, 
there is little danger of any one steal 
ing gold in trimsit on a ship, Tt would 
be necessary that he should shoulder 
weighing some 200 pounds and

Life Without Microbes. 

Microbes are not indispensable to all 
life if they are indispensable to any.

PINEAPPLE PLANTS. 


They Do Not Die After Fruiting, but) 


Reproduce Themselves, 

Pineapples do not grow on trees, Im 
agine a plant four feet in extreme 
height from the ground to the tip of 
leaves, u single stalk at the surface, 
but dividing at once Into swordlike 
blades or leaves, fifteen in number, 
from the center of which appears a 
stiff, upright stem, at the top of which 


is the fruit. his stem is short, and 
the crown of the fruit when fully 
grown is a foot or more below the 


points of the leaves, 

At the end of a year and a half from 
planting each plant produces a single 
fruit, even us a cabbage plant produces 
But the pineapple does 
Down on 


a single head, 
not die after fruiting once 
the stem below the frult and among 
the long, nurrow leaves a sucker ap 
pears. If allowed to remain this will 
soon become the head of the plant, and 
within another year it will yield an- 
other fruit. This process may go on 
for a term of years. In the meantime, 
however, osler suckers will make thelr 
appearance, 

These are broken off, and when stuck 
into the ground they put out roots and 
become other plants. Thus a single 
pineapple plant may produce a dozen 
or more others while it is ylelding 
fruit from year to year,

“Some pitehers,” says the veteran, 
“will put all they have on each ball 


That is foolish for two reasons. In 
the first place, it exhausts the man 


physically, and when the pinch comes 
he basn't the strength to last it out.” 
The pinch, it nay be here interpolat 


ed, is what pitchers call the tnniug 
that comes in most ball games, on 
Which hangs vietory or defeat. And 


When the pinch comes It is a case of 
the batter's nerve against the pitcher's 

“But, second and more important, it 
shows the butters everything that he 
has, which is senseless, A man should 


always hold something in reserve, a 
surprise to spring when things get 
tight. If n man has displayed his 


whole assortment to the batters jn the 
early part of the game and bas used 
all his speed and his fastest breaking 
curve, when the crisis comes he has 
nothing to fall back on. 

“Like all youngsters,” continues Mr 
Mathewson reminiscently, “I was ea 
ger to make a record during my first 
year in the big league, and in one of 
the first games | pitehed against Cin 
cinnati I made the mistake of putting 
all that I had on every ball 

“We were playing at the Polo grounds 
and the Giants bad the visitors beaten, 
2 to 0, going Into the last inning. 1 
had been burning them over, trying to 
strike out every batter and badn’t held 
anything in reserve. The first man to 
the bat In the ninth got a single, the 
next n two bagger, and by the time 
they had stopped hitting me we had 
lost the game 4 to 2, 

“I was very much down in the 
mouth over the defeat after I bad the 
game practically won, and George Da- 
vis, then manager of the Giants, no 
ticed it.

MORTGAGES ON LAND. 


Why It Is Essential That They Should 
Be Recorded. 

As the value of land to the owner 

Increases so doves the security of mort 

gage investments given on that land 


increase. A mortgage may be consid 
ered as a deed of the land which re- 


vests the title in the original owner or 
his successor on the paying off of the 
mortgage or the bond or note which 
the mortgage secures. 

Mortgages are recorded 
offices, called 
county clerks’ offices, in much the same 
way that re, that any 
buying the land is bound to take no 
tice of them, and the land is bound by 
them, no matter to whom the land Is 
conveyed, aud one has a right to 
say that be bought the land not know 
ing that a mortgage was on it, for he 
is presumed by law to know sueh 
facts, as n seurch of the title in these 
public offices would reveal 

If, however, the holder of the mort 
gage does not cause the mortgage to 
be recorded then any innocent pur- 
chaser of the land can take it clear of 
the lien of the mortgage. 

In no particular has the law of this 
country zone further than in the effort 
to secure the title of the landowner 
and the security of the mortgage hold 
er, and no investments are more high 
ly regurded by the conservative busi 
man than founded on the 
imperishable surface of the earth.— 
Christian Herald.

The Way “W" Came to Take the Place 
of the Old “VV.” 

The printers and language makers of 
the latter part of the sixteenth cen- 
tury begun to recognize the fact that 
there was u sound in spoken English 
which was without a representative in 
the shape of an alphabetical sign or 
character, as in the first sound in the 
word “wet.” 

Prior to that time it had always been 
spelled as “vet,” the v haying the long 
sound of u or of two u's together, In 
order to convey an idea of the new 
sound they began to spell such words 
as “wet,” “weather,” “web,” ete., with 
two u's, and as the u of that date was 
a typical v the three words above look- 
ed like this: “Vvet," “vveather,” 
“vveb.” 

After awhile the typefounders recog 
nized the fact that the double u had 
come to stay, so they joined the two u’s 
together and made the character now 
so well known as w. There are books 
in which three forms of the w are giv- 
en. ‘The first is an old double v (vv); 
the next is one in which the last stroke 
of the first v crosses the first stroke of 
the second, and the third is the com- 
mon W we use today.

Woburn Relic Of U.S. S. Maine. 


The tenth application received by 
the Navy Department at Washington, 
D.C., for a relic ot the ill-fated Maine 
was fully grauted Tuesday of this week, 
when a Ventilator Cowl wan received 
io Woburn and is now exhibited at 
Whitcher’s store. 

Woburn may thank Major H CO 
Hall, Leovard B. Buchanan and A. W. 
Whitcher for this rare portion of the 
historic battleship which was blown 
up in Havana Harbor, the evening of 
February 15, 1898. It rested beneath 
the waves uotil February of this year, 
when the U. S. Government, after 
spending $1,000,000 raised the bulk 
and sent a ship load of relics to Wash 
ington for distribution amoug patriotic 
societies and municipalities. 

Major Hall filed a request with the 
Seoretary of the Navy May 4, 1911, 
aud Leonard B. Buchanan on May 9 
A. W. Whitcher on May 17 wrote to 
Cong. S. W. McCall who at once re- 
sponded that he was heartily io favor 
of securing a portion of the Maine for 
Woburn. His influence, coupled with 
Secretary Meyer's, bas secured one of 
the three cowls saved. Of the other 
two, one goes to Los Angeles, Cal., 
aod the second to Roek Island, Ill. It 
shows the effect of its long submergence 
beneath the waters of the ‘Tropios, 
being heavily coated with marine shell 
much of which bas been removed in 
transit. ‘he cowl is solid copper 
The top is crushed in silent evidence of 
a terrible catastrophe. 

The air shaft is two feet in diameter ; 
the height is four feet; and it weighs 
815 pounds. To comply with the re- 
quirements of Congress, Post 161 G 
A. R. was the official applicant for the 
gift which was donated on March 23d 
the day (bat the last sad rites were per 
formed at Arlington Cemetery over the 
recovered bodies of the sixty-seven 
heroes taken from the watery tomb 
whieh for fourteen years Inid beneath a 
foreign flag. 

When placed in Woodbrook ceime- 
tery in the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Lot, 
it will be w fitting embellishment erect 
ed in hovor of the gallant men who 
died at the post of duty.

The custom cunnot be suid to have 
been general as late as the date given, 
for the Japanese records prove that in 
time of the Emperor Suinin (87-30 
B.C.) the burial rites of royal person 
ages were so modified as to partially

THE TRUTH ABOUT 
THOSE DELEGATES

Roosevelt Contests instigated 


to Deceive the Public, 


ALL BUT 74 WERE ABANDONED 


An Examination of the Facts Shows 
That the Tribunals Which Decided 
These Contests in Favor of Mr, Taft 
Were Right In Every Instance—The 
Remaining 164 Contests Were Frivol- 
ous, and Their Prompt Abandonment 
Reflects Upon the Genuineness and 
Validity of the Remainder. 


Washington, July 20.—Here are the 
facts in relation to the contested seats 
in the Republican national convention, 
It is a summary of a detailed state 
ment going carefully into all of the 
cases, a statement so thorough that It 
takes up 150 pages of printed matter. 
This statement is signed by Mr. Victor 
Rosewater, chairman of the former Re- 
publican national committee; by Mr. J 
H. Devine of Colorado, chairman of the 
committee on credentials of the Repub. 
lican national convention, and by Mr. 
Charles D. Hilles, chairman of the 
present Republican national committee 

The total number of delegates sum- 
moned to the convention under its call 
was 1,078, with 540 necessary to a 
choice. Mr, Taft had 561 votes on the 
first and only ballot and was declared 
the nominee. There were instituted 
against 238 of the delegates regularly 
elected for ‘Taft contests en behalf of 
Roosevelt. These contests were avow- 
edly instigated not for the purpose of 
really securing seats in the convention, 
not for the purpose of adducing evi- 
dence which would lead any respect: 
able court to entertain the contests, but 
for the purpose of deceiving the public 
into the belief that Mr, Roosevelt had 
more votes than he really had, as the 
conventions and primaries were in 
progress for the selection of delegates 
‘This is not only a necessary Inference 
from the character of the contests, but 
it was boldly avowed by the chief edi 
tor of the newspapers owned by Mr 
Munsey, who has been Mr. Roosevelt's 
ehfef financial and newspaper sup- 
porter. The 238 contests were reduced 
by abandonment to seventy-four, 

The very fact of these 164 frivolous 
contests itself reflects upon the genu- 
ineness and validity of the remainder 
The seventy-four delegates include six 
at large from Arizona, four at large 
from Kentucky, four at large from In 
diana, six ut large from Michigan, 
eight at large from Texas and eight at 
large from Washington, and also two 
district delegates ench from the Ninth 
Alabama, the Tifth Arkansas, the 
Thirteenth Indiana, the Seventh, 
Bighth and Eleventh Kentucky, the 
Third Oklahoma, the Second Tennes 
see and from each of nine districts, the 
lirst, Second, Fourth, Fifth, Seventh, 
Highth, Ninth, Tenth and Fourteenth 
of Texas 

CONTESTED DELEGATES AT 

LARGE, 
Arizona, 

In the Arizona convention there were 
ninety-three votes. All the delegates— 
six in number—were to be selected at 
large. The counties were entitled to @e- 
lect their delegates through their coun 
ty committee or by primary. In one 
county, Maricopa, a majority of the 
committee decided to select its dele- 
gutes and a minority to have a_pri- 
mary. In other counties there were 
some contests, und the sttae commit- 
tee, following the usage of the national 
committee, gave a hearing to all con 
testants in order to make up the tem 
porary roll. There was a clear major- 
{ty of the Taft delegates among the 
uncontested delegates. The committee 
made up the temporary roll and then 
there was a bolt, sixty-four remaining 
fn the ball and twenty-five withdraw- 
ing therefrom. The case of the Taft 
majority was so clear that it is difficult 
to understand why a contest was made. 

Indiana, 

In Indiana the four Taft delegates at 
large were elected in a state conven- 
tion to which Marion county, in which 
Indianapolis Is situate, was entitled to 
128 votes. A primary was held In In 
diunapolis, at which Taft polled 6,000 
und Roosevelt 1,400 votes. This gave 
Taft 106 delegates in the state conven- 
tion from Marion county, and if they 
were properly seated the control of the 
ronvention by a large majority was 
ronceded to Taft, Attempt was made 
to lmpeach the returns from Marion 
‘ounty by charges of fraud and repeat- 
Ing. These charges were of a general 
rharacter, without specification except 
us to one ward out of fifteen wards, 
und then the impeaching witness ad 
tmijtted be could not claim fraud enough 
to change the result in that ward. The 
national committee, upon which there 
were fifteen unti-Taft men, rejected 
the Roosevelt contestants and gave the 
Taft delegates their seats by a unani- 
mous vote. Senator Borah and Mr. 
rank B. Kellogg, both Roosevelt men, 
wade speeches in explaining the votes 
‘ny which they said that the case turned 
wholly on the Marion county primary, 
and there was no evidence to im- 
peach the result certified, the title of 
the Taft delegates was clear, This is 
the convention whose proceedings 
called forth such loud charges of theft 
and fraud from Mr, Roosevelt. 

Kentucky. 

In Kentucky a contest was filed 
against only three of the four delegates 
at Jarge. The fourth Taft delegate’s 
seat was uncontested. The three con 
testunts admitted they were not elect 
ed by the convention which sent the 
Taft delegates or by any other. They 
only contended that if the Roosevelt 
forces had had a majority they would 
have been elected. ‘There were 2,856 
delegates summoned to the convention 
by its call. There were 449 of these 
whose seats were contested, If all of 
these had been conceded to Roosevelt 
it would have made the Roosevelt vote 
207 votes less than a majority. The 
appeal to the committee on credentials 
from the decision of the national com- 
mittee was abandoned, as it ought to 
have been. 


us 


Michigan. 

In Michigan the state convention 
had in it about 1,200 delegates. There 
were only (wo counties Ip dispute or 
contest. One was Wayne county, in 
whicB Detroit is situated, and the other 
was Calhoun county. The evidence 
left no doubt that the Taft men car 
ried by a very igrge majority Wayne 
eounty, but It was immaterial whether 
this was true or not, because, leaving 
eut both Wuvoe county and Calhoun 


coanty, the only counties tn contest, 
the Taft delegates outnumbered by 
several hundred the Roosevelt dele 
gates, and they had a clear majority 
out of the total number of votes that 
should have been in the convention, 
The contest was so weak as to hardly 
merit recital. 
Texas. 

In Texas there were 249 counties, of 
which four have no county govern 
ment. The 245 counties under the call 
of tle convention were allowed to have 
something over 1,000 delegates, repre 
senting them, who were given author 
ity to cast 248 votes, Of the 245 coun: 
tles there were ninety-nine counties In 
which the total Republican vote was 
but 2,000, In fourteen of which there 
were no Republican voters, in twenty: 
even of. which there were less than 
ten each and in none of which was 
there any Repnbliican organization and 
{n none of which had a primary or con 
vention been held. It was shown that 
Colonel Cecil Lyon, to whom had been 
assigned as referee the disposition of 
the patronage of the national Repub- 
lican administration for ten years In 
the state, had been In the habit of con 
trolling the Republican state conven 
tion by securing from two federal of 
ficeholders fn each of these ninety-nine 
counties a certificate granting a proxy 
to Colonel Lyon or a friend of his to 
represent the county as if regularly 
conferred by a Republican county or 
ganization. The national committee 
and the committee on credentials and 
the convention after the fullest invest 
gation decided that these ninety-nine 
counties {In which the Republican vote 
Was so small and in which there was 
no Republican party, no convention, no 
primary, no organization, was not the 
proper source for a proxy to give a 
vote equal to that to be cast by the 
other 146 counties In which there was 
a’ Republican organization and = in 
which primaries or conventions were 
held. The two committees therefore 
held such ninety-nine proxies to be 
illegal and not the basis of proper rep 
resentation. The two tribunals who 
heard the ense decided that they should 
deduct the ninety-nine votes from the 
total of 245 and give the representation 
to those who controlled the majority 
of the remainder. The remainder was 
152 votes, and out of that the Taft 
men had carried elghty-nine counties, 
having ninety votes. This gave to the 
Taft men a clear majority in the state 
convention and with it eight delegates 
at large 

WASHINGTON. 

The contest in Washington turned on 
the question whether the Taft dele- 
gates nppointed by the county com 
mittee in King county, in which Seattle 
is situate, were duly elected to the 
convention or whether a primary, 
which was subsequently held and at 
which Roosevelt delegates were elect- 
ed, was properly called, so that its re 
sult was legal. Under the law the 
county committee had the power to de 
cide whether it would select the dele- 
gates directly or should call a primary 
In some counties of the state one 
course was pursued and in other coun- 
ties the other, In King county the 
committee consisted of 250 men, the 
majority of whom were for Taft, and 
that majority, acting through its exec- 
utive committee, selected the Taft dele- 
gutes to the state convention. Mean- 
time the city council of Seattle had re- 
districted the city. It before had 250 
precincts. Now substantially the same 
territory was divided up into 881 pre- 
cinects. The chairman of the county 
committee was a Roosevelt man. He 
had been given authority by general 
resolution to Gl] vacancies occurring ip 
the committee. A general meeting of 
the committee had been held after the 
elty council bad directed the redistrict- 
ing of the city, in which it was re 
solved, the chairman not dissenting, 
that representatives could not be se- 
lected to fill the 831 new precincts un- 
til an election was held in September, 
1912. Thereafter and tn spite of this 
conclusion the chairman assumed the 
right by Ns appointment to add to the 
existing committee 131 precinct com- 
mitteemen, and with these voting in 
the committee it is claimed that a pri 
mary was ordered, There was so much 
confusion in the meeting that this ts 
doubtful. However, the fact is that 
the Taft men protested against any 
auction by a committee so constituted 
on the ground that the chairman had 
no authority to appoint the 181 new 
committeemen. They refused to take 
part tn the primary, and so did the La 
Follette men. The newspapers report- 
ed the number of votes in the primary 
to be something over 3,000. The Roose 
velt committee showed by affidavit the 
number to be 6,000 out of a usual total 
Republican yote of 75,000. The action 
of the chairman of the committee in 
attempting to add 131 precinct men to 
the old committee was, of course, be- 


yond his power. The resolution au- 
thorizing him to fill vacancies, of 
tourse, applied only to those places 


which became vacant after they had 
been filled and clearly did not apply to 
131 new precincts. It could not in the 
hature of things apply to a change 
from the old system to a complete new 
system of precincts created by the city 
council, because if they were to be 
filled the entire number of 331 new 
precincts different from the old must 
be filled. One system could not be 
made into the other by a mere add. 
tional appointment of 131 committee- 
men, No lawyer will say that such 
action by the committee thus constl- 
tuted was legal. Therefore the action 
which the lawful committee of 250 took 
in electing Taft delegates who made a 
majority in the state convention was 
the only one which could be recognized 
as valid, 


CONTESTED DISTRICT DELF- 
GATES. 
ALABAMA. 
Ninth District, 
The Ninth Alabama contest turned 


on the question whether the chairman 
of a district committee had power to 
fill vacancies, whether a committee 
man who had sent his resignation to 
take effect only in case he was not 
present, belng present, should be pre 
vented from acting as committeeman, 
and, third, on the Identity of another 
committeeman, The written resolu 
tlon under which the right of the 
chairman to appolnt to vacancies was 
claimed showed on its face that the 
specific authority was written in ip 
different writing and different colored 
penci) between the lines. A number of 
affidavits were filed by committeemen 
who were present when the resolution 
was passed to show that the resolu 
tlon contained no such authority, This 
gave rise to a question of fact upon 
which a very large majority of both 
the national committee and the com 
mittee on credentials held that the 
lead penci! insertion was a forgery, 
that the chairman did not have the au 
thority therefore to appoint to the 
vacancies, and therefore the action of 
his committee was not valid. This 
made it necessary to reject the contest 
ants, The committee decided the two 


—— 
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other issues of fact before them In 
favor of the Taft contention, althoug> 
the first decision was conclusive, 
ARKANSAS. 
Fifth District. 

In the Fifth Arkansas the question 
was one of the identity of one faction 
or the other as the Republican party. 
This convention followed the example 
of the convention of 1908 In holding 
that what was known as the Redding 
faction was not the Republican party, 
that It was a defunct organization and 
had only acquired life at the end of 
each four years for the purpose of 
using It i. the national convention 
The contestants were therefore reject 
ed. It was shown that the other or 
Taft bad been In active existence as 
the Republican party, had nominated 
n local ticket and had run a congress: 
man, 

CALIFORNIA. 
Fourth District. 

The Fourth California presented this 
question: Under the state law the dele 
gation, two from each district, was 
elected on a general ticket, in a group 
of twenty-six. Each delegate might 
either express his presidential prefer 
ence or agree to vote for the presiden 
tial candidate recelving the highest 
number in the state. In the Fourth 
district the two candidates from that 
district on the Taft ticket expressed 
a preference for Taft, but did not 
agree to vote for the candidates hay- 
ing the highest state vote. These Taft 
delegates in the Fourth district re- 
ceived a majority of 200 more than 
the Roosevelt delegates tn that dls- 
trict The national call forbade any 
law or the acceptance of any law 
which prevented the election of dele: 
gates by districts. In other words, the 
call of the national convention was at 
variance with the state law. The state 
law sought to enforce the state unit 
rule and required the whole twenty- 
six delegates to be voted for all over 
the state, assigning two to each dis- 
trict on the ticket to abide the state 
wide election, while the Republican 
national convention has insisted upon 
the unit of the district since 1880. That 
has been the party law. This conven- 
tion recognized the party law and held 
{t to be more binding than that of the 
state law and allowed the two dele 
gates who had received in the Fourth 
district a vote larger than their two 
opponents assigned to that district, to 
become delegates in the convention. 
This was clearly lawful, for a state has 
no power to limit or control the basis 
of representation of a voluntary na- 
tional party in a national convention 
The fact that President Taft by tele 
gram approved all the twenty-six dele. 
gates as representing him fs sald to be 
an estoppel against his claiming the 
election of two of those delegates in 
their Fourth district. What is there 
inconsistent in his approving the can 
didacy of all his delegates and the 
election of two of them? Why should 
he be thus estopped to clalm that part 
of the law was inoperative because in 
conflict with the call of the convention? 

INDIANA. 
Thirteenth District. 

In the Thirteenth Indiana there was 
no question about the victory of the 
Taft men, because the temporary chatr- 
man representing the Taft side was 
conceded to have been elected by one- 
half a vote more than the Roosevelt 
eandidate. This one-half vote extended 
through the riotous proceedings, and 
although it was not as wide as a barr 
door it was enough. The chairman put 
the question as to electing the Taft 
delegates, and after continuous objec- 
tlon lasting three hours declared the 
vote carried. The Rooseveit men thus 
prevented a roll call and then bolted. 


KENTUCKY. 


Seventh District. 
In the Seventh Kentucky district the 


total vote of the convention was 115. 
There were contests from four coun- 
ties, Involving ninety-five votes Ac- 


cording to the rules of the party in 
Kentucky, where two seats of creden- 
tials are presented those delegates 
whose credentials are approved by the 
county chairman are entitled to par 
tleipate in the temporary organization. 
On the temporary roll the Taft chair- 
man was elected by ninety-eight votes 
and forty-seven votes were cast for the 
Roosevelt candidate. The committee 
on credentials was then appointed, con- 
sisting of one member named by euch 
county delegation. The majority re 
port of the committee was adopted 
unanimously by the convention, no del- 
egation whose seats were contested 
being permitted to vote on its own 
cise. As soon as the majority report 
of the credentials committee had been 
adopted, the Roosevelt adherents bolt- 
ed. There was not the slightest reason 
for sustaining the contest for Roosevelt 
delegates. 
Eighth District. 

The Highth Kentucky district was 
composed of ten counties having 163 
votes, of which eighty-two were neces 
sary to a choice. There was no con 
test In five of the counties, and al- 
though the Roosevelt men claimed that 
there was one in Spencer county no 
contest was presented against the 
seating of the regularly elected Taft 
delegates from that county, This gave 
the Taft delegates eighty-four votes, or 
two more than were necessary for a 
choice. In other words, assuming that 
the Roosevelt men were entitled to all 
the delegates from the counties in 
which they filed contests in the dis- 
trict convention there remained a clear 
majority of uncontested delegates who 
voted for the Taft delegates to Chi- 
cago. 

OKLAHOMA. 
Third District. 

In the Third Oklahoma district the 
question of the validity of the seats of 
the delegates turned on the constitu 


ton of the congressional committee, 
which was made up of twelve aft 
men and seven Roosevelt men. The 


chairman, Cochran, was a Roosevelt 
man and attempted to prevent the ma 
jority of the committee from taking 
action. The chuirman was removed 
and another substituted, and thereupon 
the convention was duly called to order 
on the temporary roll prepared by the 
congressional committee, which was 
made the permanent roll, and the two 
Taft delegates to Chicago were duly 
selected, Every county in the district 
had its representation and vote in the 
regular convention, and no person 
properly aceredited as a delegate was 
excluded or deburred from participat- 
ing in its proceedings. Cochran and 
his followers bolted after his deposi 
on, Assuming that all the committee 
who went out with him had the right 
to act on the committee, it left the 
committee standing twelve for Taft 
and seven for Koosevelt, so it was sim 
ply a question whether a majority of 
the committee bad the right to control 
{ts action or a minority, The bolting 
convention which Cochran held was 
hot attended by a majority of the duly 
elected delegates to the convention. It 
did not have the credentials from the 
various counties, and its membership 
was largely made up of bystanders 


who had not been dulw secredited by 


any county tn the distriet Its action 
was entirely without authority, 
TENNESSEE, 
Second District. 

In the Second Tennessee district 
there were fifty-nine delegates uncon 
tested out of a possible total of 108 tn 
the convention. There were forty-nine 
contested, The Roosevelt contestants 
In the forty-nine refused to abide the 
decision of the committee on creden 
tials and withdrew, leaving fifty-nine 


uncontested delegates. These fifty 
nine delegates, part of whom were 
Roosevelt men, remained in the con 


vention, appointed the proper commit 
tees, settled contests and proceeded to 
select Taft delegates. There can be 
no question about the validity there 
fore of their title 
TEXAS, 
First District, 

The only remaining districts are the 
nine districts from Texas, Of these the 
First district was composed of eleven 
counties, each county having one vote, 
except Casa county, which had two 
The executive committee, composed of 
one representative from each county, 
tnade up the temporary roll, and in the 
contests filed from two counties seat 
both delegates with one-half vote 
The convention elected the two 
Taft delegates, giving them ten and 
one-quarter votes, Kach county was 
represented In this vote.

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McCALL FOR SENATOR. 


After twenty continuous years 
of faithful and productive work in 
the National House of Represent 
atives Hon. Samuel W. McCall of 
this Congressional District has 
declined in advance another elect- 
ion to that Body, which would be 
sure to come to him this fall, and 
announced his decision to stand 
for an election to the United 
States Senate next winter. A 
clear and sensible statement of his 
views concerning the method of 
choosing a U. S. Senator follows 
this announcement, which is one 
the people of this State ought 
carofully to consider. 

‘After a service in the Magsa- 
chusetts Legislature, followed by 
ono of 20 years in the National 
House of Representatives, of 
which 14 years were devoted to 
the work of its important Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, | 
have thought it not presumtuous 
that I become a candidate before 
the Legislature. 

‘“‘Having reached thie conolu- 
sion, | am of opinion that the 
proper time to announce it is now, 
before the people, whe are the 
principals, shall have delegated to 
their representatives authority to 
record their choice.” 

The withdrawal ot McCall takes 
from the National House its ablest 
member, and increases materially 
the strength of the upper branch 
of Congress. If he had been so 
minded, Representative McCall 
could have had a life lease of a 
seat in the House. 


THE CONVENTION. 


The New England mouthpiece 
of Col. Roosevelt’s Third Party 
admitted the absence of enthusi- 
asm, or signs of any great interest 
in the Chicago convention held 
this week to nominate candidates 
for President and Vice-President 
for the Progressive Party to vete 
for next November. According 
to the same paper the convention 
opened last Monday, Aug. 5, with 
2,000 delegates, several of whom 
were women, and leading Female 
Suffragists, which gave it the ap- 
pearance of a massmeeting rather 
than a business gathering. 

In his address opening the 
meeting Senator Beveridge of In- 
diana, temporary Chairman of the 
conventien named the principal 
planks of the platform, furnished 
by the Colonel, and explained 
their meaning with great earnest- 
ness and eloquence, which 
‘‘brought down the house.” 

On his entrance to the conven- 
tion Col. Roosevelt receive and 
ovation. 


MORE EXPERT 
MONY. 


It makes no difference whether 
Mr. Thomas J. Feeney, who is 
General Manager of the Advertis- 
ing Department of the New Eng- 
land Telephone and Telegraph 
Company of Boston, was right in 
opposing the employment by the 
city of an expert to study, detor 
mine, and report to the Board of 
Public Works the offect, if any, 
of grounding electric wires on 
waterpipes by increasing, or 
otherwise, the frequency and 
amount of damage done to pipes 
by thunderbolts; or Superinten- 
dent Spencer of the Waterworks 
was right in arguing against Mr. 
Feeney’s position before the B. P. 
W.; for the question cannot be 
settled. A similar one arose here 
several yeurs ago and tho ‘‘ex- 
perts” employed by both sides 
differed so radically in their testi- 
mony that the subject wae 
dropped. How could it have 
been otherwise?

PROGRESS IN GAME PROPAGATION, 


It is encouraging to note progress in 
the propagation of game birds in 
Massachusetts. The National Game 
Proteotive aud Propagation Society is 
now rearing a large number of pheas- 
avis aod mallard ducks at the gront 
game reservation in Plymouth County ; 
but the most interesting and promising 
part of the work coaaiats of a sericea of 
breeding experiments with Ruflled 
Grouse, Bobwhite, Wild Turkeys, 
Wood Ducks and Black Ducks. ‘The 
results of the experiments will be 
watched with keen interest by all who 
believe in « future for these splendid 
American game birds, at least two 
species of which are nearing extinction 

The Massachusetts Commissioners 
on Fisheries and Game have their var 
ious game farms in full operation and 
Dr. Geo. W. Field states that they can 
vow number the young birds by the 
thousand, ‘The greatest success with 
native game birds has been attained 
with the bobwhite, hundreds of which 
are vow being reared by the Commis- 
sion. Thus far the work with the 
Rutfed Grouse and Wild Turkey is ex 
perimental. Undoubtedly these birds 
will have to be reared in localities un 
contamioated by poultry or pheasants 
or by the English sparrow—a_ great 
carrier of poultry diseases.

MAGIC FIRE WRITING. 


How to Perform an Amusing and Mys-| 
tifying Trick, 

This recipe for “magic fire writing” 
is given by the Pathtinder: Dissolve 
saltpeter in water until the water will 
take up no more. Then take the} 
“wrong” end of a penholder and, dip- 
ping it in the solution, draw in thick 
strokes some name or design on av} 
piece of light paper, taking care not 
to brenk the continuity of the writing 
anywhere—that is, all words must be 
joined. When dry the writing will 
be Invisible. lold over or roll up half 
an inch of each end of such a paper 
after It has been allowed to get dry} 
and stand it on something that will 
not burn. Light a match, then blow 
{t out and apply the glowing tip to} 
some spot touched by the design (you | 
can make an ink mark before apply | 
Ing the saltpeter to serve as a guide), 
and a tiny glowworm of fire’ will 
travel all along the lines traced and! 
end by leaving the device burned out} 
of the paper, no other part of it being 
destroyed. 

By the use of a little ingenuity all) 
sorts of amusing designs for this pur 
pose can be got up. For example, you 
can draw in pencil or ink on the paper 
a pieture of one boy throwing a base-| 
ball to another and also trace an in| 
visible curved line in the saltpeter 
from the hand of the thrower to that 
of the catcher. Then when you touch} 
fire to the thrower's hand the fire will) 
follow the saltpeter line right to the} 
other's hand. 

Those who see the thing and are not 
in the secret will be much mystified | 
as to why the fire follows this line and | 
does not burn the rest of the paper. 
Saltpeter enters Into gunpowder, and 
wherever It has touched the paper it! 
makes {it burn. 


Chemical Changes. | 

By taking some Iiinewater and blow: | 
ing one's breath Into it a fine white! 
powder will be formed in the water. 

By adding some common salt to a} 
solution of nitrate of silver a thick 
white powder is produced which, If! 
placed in the sunlight, will turn brown 

Pour the juice of a red cabbage Into 
a test tube or thin glass bottle, drop 
in very gradually a solution of wash 
ing soda, shaking the bottle every time 
you put the washing soda tn, and you 
will see the red solution gradually 
turning blue. Go on adding the soda) 
solution, and the blue color will give 
way to green,

Peter Morehead and John Springer

feet. Twice under this strain he faint 
ed before be yielded, Then he agreed

to confess if they would grant him a 
regular trial. By this tlme the number 
of lynchers had grown to quite a 
crowd, and the conspirators lost the 
control, The majority were in favor 
of granting a trial, and Morehead was 
taken to jail. 

Seymour visited the prisoner and 
told him that he had become convinced 
of his innocence, that Morehead would 
need money for his defense and that 
he (Seymour) would buy his interest in 
the Morehead-Springer mine, which 
would give the accused the necessary 
funds. 

This gave Morebead a suspicion that 
the accusatien made against him was 
a plot to gain possession of his prop- 
erty.

ISLANDS OF CORAL 


True Ones Only In the Pacific 
and Indian Oceans. 


THE GREAT BARRIER ATOLL. 


This Famous Coral Reef, Off the Aus- 
tralian Coaat, Is the Largest In the 
World and Extends For Thousands 
of Miles—Bermuda’s Worm Tubes. 


There are no true coral islands in the 
Atlantic. The coral islands of the Da 
elfic and Indian oceans are very dis- 
tinet from the so called coral islands 
of Bermuda and the West Indies 

True coral islands, or «atolls, are 
formed by corals building upward on 
a submerged reef or peak until the 
growth reaches the surface of the sea 
or so near {t that broken pieces of coral, 
drift, sand, ete., accumulate and in 
time build an exposed islet. At other 
times the coral reef is raised above the 
water by volcanic action. The Pacttic 
reefs are often circular or semicircular 
In form, and such reefs are known as 
atolls, 

The largest coral reef is the Great 
Barrier reef of Australia, which ex- 
tends for several thousand miles. 

The coral islands of the Atiantie are 
formed by wave broken shells and bits 
of coral which have become solidified 
and fossilized by chemical action and 
nage. This material is known as neo 
lian limestone and after exposure to 
the air Is exceedingly hard and dura- 
ble, but where freshly broken or cut 
it is very soft and can be chiseled and 
sawed into blocks for building pur- 
poses. 

Many of the West Indian coral ts- 
lands are partly composed of fossil 
coral reefs which have been ralsed far 
above the present sea level by the vol- 
canie uplift of the rocks to which they 
were attached. Such coral reefs, says 
the American Boy, are often found 
hundreds of feet above sea level and 
in places are found alternating with 
layers of lava, showing that the is- 
lands have been raised and submerged 
several times tn the past. 

The atoll-like reefs In Bermuda are 
not coral at all, but are formed of in 
numerable worm tubes belonging to 
certain annelids. These worm tubes 
are often thickly incrusted with other 
growths, such as coraline, seaweeds, 
bryozon, corals, ete., and thus have the 
appearance of being composed of real 
coral, 

Corals, when alive, are not white, but 
are of many beautiful and vivid shades 
of green, pink, red, brown, yellow, lav- 
ender or orange. 

A mass of living corals, when seen 
through the wonderfully clear waters 
of the tropical sea, Is a very beautiful 
and brilliantly colored sight. There 
fire # great many kinds of coral. Some 
are rounded and massive and are 
known as “brain corals.” Others are 
broad and spreading or branched, while 
others are delicately formed and very 
brittle. Others are covered with rose 
shaped or star shaped markings and 
are called “rose” or “star corals,” 

The openings or indentations in any 
corel mark the spot where a coral ani 
mal Hved. The animals or “polyps” 
are very similar to sea anemones in 
form and have numerous fleshy tenta- 
cles, which may be drawn in out of 
sight when danger threatens, The en- 
tire coral is covered with animal mat 
ter when alive, and it is only after all 
the flesh is removed and the skeleton 
is bleached that the white coral ap 
pears. All the corals mentioned are 
known as “stony corals.” 

Another very large group of corals is 
the “horny corals,” or Gorgonias, The 
well known “sea fans,” as well as the 
“red coral” used for jewelry, belong to 
this group. 

Corals are not all confined to tropical 
seas. There are numerous species 
found as far north as the Grand banks 
of Newfoundland and Greenland, but 
these are not the reef building species, 
but belong to groups inhabiting the 
deep sea. One species is quite com 
mon on the coast of New England, but 
Bermuda marks the northern limit of 
reef building species in the Atlantic.— 
Exchange,

THOUGHT SAFE 


Little Fear That It Will Go For 
Wilson This Fall 


TE dL CANS FOR MR. TAFT 


Republicans Will Work For Republil- 
can Legislature and 
Foss-Pelletier Fight Hot 


Governor— 


The visit of Theodore Roosevelt to 
Massachusetts last week has demon- 
strated to many of the Republican 
leaders that Mr. Taft is pretty sure 
to carry Massachusetts in November. 
It seems to be a fact that people will 
always rush to see a noted figure 
Whenever they have the opportunity. 
It does not necessarily mean that they 
indorse his polictes or his ideas, One 
of we most foreible instances of this 
kind was seen at the time Willlam 
Jennings Bryan was nominated for 
president, in 1896. When he came to 
Boston during the campaign he spoke 
on the common to no less than 80,000 
people according to fairly conservative 
estimates. Such an outpouring star- 
tled the political leaders of both sides. 
The Democrats rushed to the conclu- 
sion that Brvan was surely going to be 
elected, and the Republicans were 
afraid of it. Nevertheless, when the 
ballots were counted in November 
Mr. Bryan had the smallest number 
of votes polled for any presidential 
candidate in a quarter of a century. 
Taft Now the Republican Nominee 

Some of Mr. Roosevelt's supporters 
seem to be of the opinion that he will 
many votes at the election 
this fall as he did at the primaries. 
Some of his friends say he will get 
more. However, the conditions are 
entirely different today to what they 
were at the time of the primaries. 
Then, two Republicans were striving 
for the nomination. Today, one of 
them has been nominated by his 
party, and the other {is running at the 
head of a new party. Republican 
leaders cannot see how Mr. Roosevelt 
is going to be able to detach old line 
party men from their political affilla- 
tions of mgny years and bring them 
into a new party. They do not be- 
lieve a wholesale political conversion 
is going to be accomplished over 
night. They feel quite sure that Mr. 
Taft will have the backing of the great 
majority of the Republican party and 
beyond any question that he will re- 
ceive a large vote from persons who 
usually act as Democrats, 3 

The Legislature of Next Year 

One ill effect of the organization of 
the Progressive party may be its In- 
fluence upon the vote for senators and 
representatives to the legislature. 
Just how this is going to work out, 
nobody seems quite certain. Never- 
theless, if the Democrats stick to their 
candidates for the legislature and the 
Republicans are divided in their sup- 
port of jegislative candidates it will be 
unfortunate for the party. The ques- 
tion has been asked whether the peo- 
ple of the state desire Mayor John F. 
Mitzgerald of Boston to represent 
them ta the United States senate in 
suecession to Winthrop Murray Crane. 
That seems at the present moment to 
be a very live issue. With a Demo- 
cratic legislature, it would seem to be 
settled that Fitzgerald will be the 
choice of the majority of the Demo- 
ecrats in that body. It is true that 
there is a strong objection to him 
within his own party ranks, His con- 
duct as mayor of Boston has not 
served to commend him to the better 
element of his own party. They do 
not feel that hig election would re- 
flect any credit upon the party or upon 
the commonwealth, 

All the forees of the Lomasney- 
Fitzgerald campaign now entrenched 
in city hall are behind the candidacy of 
the mayor. The danger tnat they 
may succeed in so dividing the Re- 
publican forees as to elect a majority 
of the legislature fs critical, If elect- 
ed it will be for a term of six years, 
and the incumbent of the office is not 
subject to recall. 

Lomasney’s Big Real Estate Profit 

And speaking of Martin Lomasney, 
i Boston newspaper states that he 
has just made a profit of $47,500 on 
an original investment of $6,500 mad® 
five years ago in purchase of a 
tract of land in West Roxbury. 
It seems that Martin bought this par- 
ticular lot of land close to land of the 
Hoston insane hospital, Sometime 
afterward this hospital was tranferred 
to the state, and {t was decided to 
tuke additional land.

The Boston election 
Loard follows suit with a similiar de- 
cision when an attempt was made to 
file signatures nominating Mr, Foss 
for governor, ‘They took the ground 
that the altorney general's opinion 
barred out the progressive Democrats, 
and now Governor Foss is appealing to 
the state board of election commis- 
sioners, There seems to be no good 
reason why a different decision should 
be reached by this commission than 
that handed down by the attorney 
general,

continues unabated, The district at-

Girl Born Deaf, Dumb and Blind Aleo

Miss Helen Keller, born deaf, dumb 
and blind, showed the assembled otolo 
kists nt their congress In the Harvard 
Medieal school that she had added still 
another to her phenomenal list of ac- 
complishments when she sang to them 

During the formal addresses, which 
were mostly In foreign tongues, Miss 
Keller sat on the platform lUstening 
through the fingers of her teacher, 
Professor White of the New Bneliund 
Conservatory of Music, and nay and 
then applauding when a speake? made 
particularly pleasing reference to the 
new education of the blind 

When {t came Professor White's turn 
he demonstrated the extent of control 
that Miss Keller had gatned over her 
vocal chords, tongue and lips, His illus 
trations were conveyed from lis Ips to 
Miss Keller's finger tips, placed tightly 
over bis mouth, All the vowels and 
the consonant sounds uttered by Miss 
Keller came out clearly and precisely, 
tnd the audience spontaneously 
Into the heartiest applause 

Then came the crowning achieve 
ment, the sluging of ab octave on sol 
and fa and re, some of the ténes be- 
{ng very sweet, This performunce not 
only amazed but delighted the savanta. 

Miss Keller, Professor White says, 
has the rare faculty of absolute pitch.

THE VANISHING SEA COW. 


A Marine Curiosity That Is Rapidly 
Nearing Extinction. 

One of the lurgest fish that has tn- 
habited the wuters of the gulf of Mex- 
Jeo and the south Atlantic coast of 
this country and which is almost ex- 
tinct is known as the manatee. It was 
found in great numbers a century ago, 
and even a few years back this crea 
ture was quite plentiful in certain lo- 
calities 

It is very gentle for a large fish and 
easily captured in heavy nets, which 
fire usually stretched across the mouths 
of rivers emptying into the south At- 
lantic or the gulf of Mexico. The flesh 
is very delicious and brings a high 
price, having a strong resemblance to 
the very finest veal. The skeleton ts 
valued at $100, and the skin if removed 
properly ond cared for by those who 
understand its properties will bring a 
like amount, 

This fish Is often from ten to twelve 
feet in length and weighs about 2,000 
pounds. It is so gentle it will not 
strike the light craft that happens to 
be near it, and when captured it shows 
no resistance whatever. 

It is safe to say that in the next 
quarter of a century this creature will 
become extinct unless specimens ure 
preserved simply to prevent the com- 
plete loss of one of our most wonder- 
ful sea creatures, 

It lives wholly on salt water vegeta 
tlon and growths found in the mouths 
of the rivers emptying into the sea.— 
New York World. 


The Spell of London, 

The greatest of modern French 
poets, Paul Verlaine, fell instantly un- 
der the spell of London, even though 
he came to it as an exile to eurn a 
wretched living as a teacher of French 

“As a whole,” he wrote, “It is very 
unexpected and a bundred times more 
amusing than Italy or Paris or the 
banks of the Rhine.”

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Luke iv, 16-30. 
Memory Verses, 18, 19—Golden Text, 
John i, 11 (R. V.)—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns.

Beeause 
He snid something similar in our les 
son for today some one must have 
thought the incidents the same, and 
the more perhaps because Luke only 
records this, und only Matthew and 
Mark the other, The incident of this 
lesson occurred very early in His min 
istry, while that was much later and 
was probably His last visit to Naza- 
reth. Turning to this lesson, we note 
that it wus Llis custom to go to syna 
gogue on the Sabbath day, and it could 
not have been for the benefit received 
from any discourse there, but there 
wus always u portion read from the 
law, the prophets and the psalms, and 
that could vot but be protitable to a 
truly devout mind. Llorsaking the as 
sembling together is one of the com 
mon and increasing sins of our day, 
disobeying Heb. x, 25, There tis a 
great forsaking of the house of God 
and despising of His word, but all 
things hasten to the consummation, 
and the kingdom shall be the Lord’s. 

On this particular Sabbath He was 
asked to read, and there was given Him 
the roll or book of the prophet Isaiah 
Finding the place known (o us as chap 
ter Ixi, He rend just a few sentences 
and closed the book or roll and gave 
it again to the minister and sat down, 
With what expression He must have 
read!

It Really Has No Legal Warrant 
For Its Existence. 


YET IT RULES THE NATION. 


This Most Powerful and Important 
Committee In the World Is Without 
a Staff, a Secretary, a Seal or « Min- 
ute Book and Has No Fixed Home. 


Sidney Low, the Bnglish writer, calls 


attention to the fret that the British 
tabinet has really no standing In law, 
though it is aetually the body which 
rules Hngland tle makes several in 
teresting statements in deseribing the 
Situation 

The British cabinet has long been 
one of the mysteries of that greater 
tinystery, the British constitution, To 


be quite exuct, Indeed, it is not correct 


to call it a part of the British consti 
tution, for strietly speaking it is un 
known to the constitution The cabinet 
today rules the country, but Itt has] 


no legal status. It was not until about 
1001 that the word “cabinet” appeared 


on the notice paper or other official 
document 

A cabinet minister takes the same 
oath that every privy councilor takes, 
“to be a true and faithful servant 


unto the king's majesty os one of his 


majesty'’s privy council” and “to keep | 


secret all matters committed and re- 
vented unto you or that shall be treated 
secretly in council” The entire body 
of the privy council is supposed to ad- 
vise the sovereign on affairs of state, 
but to be made a privy councilor to 
day is practically an empty honor, It 
is regarded as a high compliment, but 
if n privy councilor Is not a 
of the cabinet he hears no secrets and 
perforins no official functions

George A. Hobbs. 


Iv is no easy task to announce the 
death of one who for 382 years hee 
edited the Woburn Journat. To iully 
comply with what would be his desire, 
could he express it, the announcement 
would consist of the simple atatement 
that he passed away at his home, at 
midnight of Anguet 26, in hie eighty- 
ninth year—that and nothing more. 

One may be pardoned for slightly 
overstepping this silent prohibition, 
however, in the belief that the man’s 
service to the community justifies, if it 
does not aetually require, this license 
on the part of a friend. 

For nearly a quarter of a century I 
knew Mr. Hobbs very intimately. In 
1886, six years after he took the 
Journnat, I entered hie service as an 
apprentico—in the language of the 
printing office as ‘'printer’s devil.” I 
enjoyed the privilege of his friendly 
guidance during the three years I re 
mained io his employ, and I treasured 
the intimaoy that covered the interven- 
ing period until bis death. This brief 
and altogether inadequate estimate is 
based, therefore, on intimate know- 
ledge of the man. 

Mr. Hobbs was a native of Maine. 
Ae a young man he taught achool, 
studied law, and for atime wae clerk 
of the Supreme Court of the Pine Tree 
State. In the late fifties he went Weat 
(to Genesov, Illinois, where for 20 
years he edited the Geneseo Republic 
Returning Kast, he became interested 
iu the Biddeford Journal, and in 1880 
came to Woburn aa Editor and Propri- 
etor of the Woburo JourRNAL. 

This brief recapitulation is necessary 
in order to understand tho positive 
character of the man. During hia 
young manhood the country was un- 
derguing tremendous changes. It was 
Leing stirred to its very depths by de- 
bated questions of human rights and of 
prohibition. He was oppored, on 
principle, to the sale of liquor, and his 
adherence to the Republican party from 
the time of its birth was also to him a 
matter of profound principle. 

To these two issues he was com- 
mitted with a fixity that knew no week 
ening. He believed in them, absolute- 
ly and unreservedly. To their main- 
tenance and defence he dedicated his 
peo without regard to personal cost. 
The liquor traffic he always regarded 
as a moral wrong, and as such he 
oever lost an opportunity to denonuce 
it. His Republicanism had the fervor 
of a semi-religious devotion. Its dec- 
laration of principles he ranked next to 
the Decalogue. He did uot hesitate 
privately to eondemo individuals withio 
the party, but bis public utterances al- 
ways upheld the party, io the fullest 
faith that, regardless of the shortcom- 
tongs of individuals, the party would be 
committed to the Right. 

Such a man eould be nothing if not 
partisan, but those who quarreled with 
his avowed partisansbip conceded his 
virile honesty. He wanted nothing 
for bimaelf. He not only did not seek 
political favors, but he declined to ac 
cept them. A half century before the 
magazines announced their refusal to 
accept liquor advertising, he had placed 
his publication oo record to this effect, 
aot merely ov the ground that such ad- 
vertising might be objeetionable to his 
readers but because he believed the 
liquor traffic to be a moral wrong 

Sometimes his uncompromising atti- 
tude gavecolor tothe belief that he was 
a groff, stern man, but such ao estimate 
was far from the fact. Although some- 
what reserved in manver, he was at 
heart kindly, considerate, generous aud 
just.. In fact, I have koown bim to 
clothe his little charities in a pbrasiug 
of gruffoess to hide bimself from the 
embarrassment of thanks or praise 
In matters of this nature he had a 
atrong objection to letting hia right 
hand know what his left was doing 
As may be imagined, once you were 
able to make something more than a 
superficial study of such a man, you 
found a big, generous beart, a humility 
that amounted almoat to diffideoce, and 
4 moral courage that koew uo fear. 

When he thought occasion required, 
he wrote as with a pen dipped in vitriol. 
Hie vature was one that preferred to 
commend rather than condemn, how 
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We clip the following from a 
printed circular signed by General 
Charles H. Taylor, present owner 
and proprietor of the Boston 
Globe, of which he is Editor. 

The circular contained other on- 
tortaining statements respecting 
the Boston Globe, not the least of 
which ie that notwithatanding 
there were only 60 persons con- 
nected with its publication no less 
than 1,000 people obtain a good 
living as employees on it, at the 
present time. 

In its Editorial and business 
dealings with the public the Globe 
has always been squaretoed. To 
Independence, Intelligence and In- 
dustry its remarkable success hus 
been due. 

“On Monday, Aug. 18, 1873, 
just 39 years ago today, I took 
charge of tbe Boston Daily Globe. 

“The changes in the Boston 
press since 1873 have been many 
and some of them have been 
startling. When I came to the 
Globe, Messrs. Andrews, Pulsifer 
and Haskell were the owners of 
the Boston Herald. Col. Charles 
O. Rogers, who had built the Bos 
ton Journal and made it the moat 
successful newspaper in New Eng- 
land as long as he lived, had been 
dead about four years, and Col. 
W. W. Clapp had succeeded him. 
Col. Charles G. Greene was the 
editor of ythe Post; Col. Worth- 
ington was still the head of the 
Traveler; Mr. E. F. Waters was 
bnsiness manager and Mr. God- 
dard the editor of the Daily -Ad- 
vertiser. Henry W. Dutton & 
Son were the owners of the Tran- 
script and Mr. Daniel M. Haskell 
was the able editor. 

“The management of all of 
these papers has changed, some of 
them many times. Several of 
them have been sold to new own- 
ers at different periods; but the 
Globe has gone steadily forward 
with ‘‘malice toward none and 
charity for all.” Ithink I may 
fairly say that I, with my associ- 
ates, have built up the Globe and 
have created its own constituency 
and business without trying to 
capture the patronage of or en- 
deavoring to undermine any other 
newspaper. So far as the other 
papers are concerned, I have al 
wiys rejoiced in their prosperity 
and regretted their defeuts and 
losses, because my own years of 
severe trials led me to appreciate 
aud sympathize with the troubles 
of others.”

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Gawin RR. Gage, 


To the year 1871, when walking to 
the State House in Boston, I met my 
old Sabbath school teacher Mr. G. R 
Gage. Ho remarked as we reached 
the near entrance of the State building 
that this was the Twenty ninth year, 
that he had had the reapoasibility of 
paying the State tax for the Town of 
Woburn, For that long period he hed 
held the important office of Town 
Treasurer, and I never heard of an 
error or inaccuracy in any of hia ac 
counts in those long years. Varied 
and special and important as every fig- 
ure and fact of the large and particular 
work must have been, in! the multitude 
aod stray figures he had to care for, he 
was just and true and able. Some 
time after the year above referred to, a 
change ion the politics of the Town, 
placed a successor in the office, and I 
hope Mr. Gage bore the change with 
inagnaoimous satisfaction. He came 
tothe Town and Church in Woburn 
about 1840, and with Mr. James 
Fowle, for years carried’ on av) honor- 
able business as Merchant ‘Tailors. 
Mr. Fowle was too, a man of thought, 
intelligence and honor, and his inem 
ory ia sweet, The amount of work io 
their building was largejand pressing, 
and the detail of the business was long 
aud mixed. Sometimes young men 
aud older men, would call for garments 
when promised, and be disappointed in 
receiving them. Impatignuce occasion 
ally would at these times, be unreason- 
able, and foam with the disappoint- 
ment. Andit was once my own miaslor- 
tune to go with a young man’s pride 
for a promised garment, when Mr. 
Gage asked me of what special piece of 
cloth had I chosen to have it made. 
Fulness of work, and a erowding of 
duties made it impossible to meet the 
promire io time, and koowledge of the 
superb business qualities, of these gen- 
tlemen framed a proper excuse for the 
situation. 

But tor generous regponse to calle 
for assisting young people struggling 
for an education, Mr. Gage was noble 
and great. His spirit and kindaoess to 
the writer have not a flaw of impatience 
or distrust in them, aud since the year 
1857, when I sent him aw check from 
Bangor, that paid my last indebtedness 
IT have had nothing but a sweet and 
grateful respect for the feeling and 
honor and interest of this good and 
faithful Friend. Some men will loan 
money to help those in need and bleed 
the debtor, all the time, with anxiety 
about the pay, and suggestions of how 
big and magnanimous was the spirit 
that trusted the questionable students, 
for a returo of the loans. Not so Mr 
Gage. Never did that great-hearted 


man place before me any reluctance to! 


loan me money, or evince a distant 
fear that he would lose it. His gener- 
ous sentiment made the help golden in 
allowing me to feel that be cared more 
for my prosperity and success, than for 
bis loans in money, though I hoped to 
be pardoned for saying, that I was able 
to pay himall. Aud the noble hearted 
man late io life took occasion to say to 
me that I was assisting bim, io patron- 
izing: his business after I bad begun to 
earp for myself. More than once in 
my want! have sent to him for some 
new garment, and the loan of money, 
aud his confidence and good feeling 
oever failed, the needed article of wear 
and the Joan promptly came. His 
memory and goodness and choice-spirit 
live, embalmed in my appreciation and 
estimate of a uoble man. Another 
student whom I knew was so in)pressed 
with Mr. Gage’s epirit and nobility of 
action, that he, the studeut, was 
prompted to change from perhaps a 
careless life, to conscientious upright- 
ness of act and character and useful- 
ness. 

The spirit and action of this honored 
resident of Woburn, Mr. Gege, will 
live in the good he did, and in the 
choice manuer in which he blessed 
those whose weary way and want, he 
relieved and who must have been 
charmed with his spirit. May the 
civilization of the Town, vow a city of 
Woburn, ever be inspired and enriched 
with the growth and worth and honor 
of such men as, Gawio R. Gage.

The 
females puncture the twigs of several 
different kinds of trees, among them 
the bo, the bihur and the butea, and 
the twigs jncrusted 
hard, nearly transparent, reddish, res- 
inous substinee that serves the double 
purpose of protecting the eggs and 
| finally furnishing food for the young 
insects 

The incrusted twigs are broken from

cape and are thoroughly dried in the 
sun. These dried twigs are called 
“stick-lac,” and from them shellac and 
pared. “Seed-lac’ ts the resinous con- 
cretion separated from the twigs, 
coarsely pounded and triturated with 
water in a mortar, by which nearly all 
of the coloring matter is removed, 

To prepare shellac the seed-lac is put 
into oblong cotton cloth bags «and 
warmed over a charcoal tire. 
the resin begins to melt the bags ure 
twisted, and the pure clear resin ts 
allowed to tlow over tig wood planks

}and cools in the thin plates or shells

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There is no more attractive region 
on the Atlantic coast for summer out- 
ings than Casco bay, Maine, and the 
many islands it contains, There the hot 
waves of July and August are dissi- 
pated.

And the 
declaration of the Chairman of the 
Board, in response to a suggest- 
ion of sympathetic helplessness on 
the part of the tannore, that it is 
for the creators of the nuisance, 
not the Board, to find a remedy,

If the Board thinks this protest 
is a little neighborhood objection, 
it needs only to announce a gen- 
eral public hearing to satisfy itself 
to the eontrary. The fact is, it 
affects the entire city, and the ob-

Heaven, creating an odor that ex- 
tends far beyond factory limits, 
invading homes to a considerable 
distance from the shops, and that, 
even by the tanners, is confessed 
to be highly objectionable. 

Asan experiment, these open 
tanks are to be covered. It is 
suggested this will remedy the 


nuisance, and that this expedient 


has provided a remedy at one tan- 
nery. If the suggestion has no 
more merit than this alleged rem 
edy, there is little to be hoped for 
it, as anyone who rides by this 
tannery will bear witness. 

If the tanners will consult a 
competent Tech engineer, the 
probabilities are he can suggest 
an incinerator or other satisfactory 
method of solving the difficulty. 
Graver problems have been solved 
without injury to industry, and to 
the safety of citizens. 

One thing is certain—the legal 
rights of the public are superior to 
the condition that exists. It must 
be abated. The injury not only 
affects individuals but the entire 
city. Weare on the verge of a 
growth by reason of an inflow of 
population from more congested 
places, but this inflow will be di- 
verted if homeseekers are to be 
met, at the very portals of the 
city, with such a_ palpable 
nuisance as has been permitted to 
exist and develop. 

In its attitude of suppression, 
therefore, the Board of Health can 
count on the support of almost 
everybody, even of those em- 
ployed in the tanneries but whe 
by reason of their employment, 
can hardly afford to voice an open 
protest.

There is a silent grandeur about 
mountains that cannot but affect those

HISTORY 8HOWS THE DEMO- 
CRATS MEAN THAT WHEN THEY 
TALK OF TARIFF REVISION, 


NATION’S TWO SAD VENTURES 


During the Polk and Dallas Adminis- 
tration Tariff Blundering Caused 
Such a Period of Anguish That 
One Dislilres to Refer to It—Under 
Cleveland a Similar Proceeding 
Resulted in Distress and Starva- 
tion from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. 


Twice before in our history we have 
had a Presidential campaign much 
like the present, In 1844, Mr. Polk of 
Tennessee was nominated for Presi- 
dent and Mr, Dallas of Pennsylvania 
for Vice President on the Democratic 
ticket, Mr. Polk was supposed to be 
a low tariff man while Mr. Dallas was 
a Protectionist. With this ticket they 
thought they would be enabled to go 
throughout the country preaching 
either protection or free trade where 
it would best serve their purpose. In 
other words the battle cry was “Polk, 
Dallas and the Tariff of '42,"" which 
meant that while Polk was a free 
trader they would abide by the then 
existing tariff that was thoroughly 
protective. The result was that Polk 
and Dallas were elected, and in 1846 
Was passed the famous free trade law 
of that year made possible by the 
vote of the Vice President himself, 
who had been put on the ticket be- 
cause he was a protectionist, and for 
14 years we had as near free trade in 
this country as was possible with such 
hardships and times of anguish and 
pity that we do not like to reeall them, 

Again in 1892 the Democratic Party 
nominated for its standard bearer the 
free trader Grover Cleveland. Mr. 
Cleveland had served a term as Presi- 
dent but had not been able to carry 
out his tariff ideas because Congress 
was no: of the same belief. He had, 
however, sent out his famous free 
trade message of 1887 and the country 
feared that if he became President 
with a Democratic House and Senate 
the tariff would be lowered most ma 
terlally and alarm was felt throughout 
the oountry because of that contin- 
gency. So Mr. Cleveland in a speech 
made at the Madison Square Garden 
during that campaign and in other 
speeches throughout the country, told 
the business men and manufacturers 
that they need not fear any drastic 
legislation that would injure any 
American industry if he were elected, 
or words to that effect. Well, what 
was the result? Cleveland was elected 
and with him a Democratic House and 
Senate and we got the Wilson free 
trade law which Mr. Cleveland would 
not sign, not because he thought it 
would ruin our industries but because 
{t did not go far enough toward the 
free trade which he desired. We had 
those years of idleness andlow wages 
or no wages, those years of unprofita 
ble farming, those years of increased 
(mports whioh displaced American 
goods and those years of distress and 
starvation so prevalent in every large 
city and community from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. 

And now we come again to the nomi- 
aation by the Democratic Party of an 
other avowed free trader, but the 
Democratic Party fearing to arouse 
the hostility of the laboring classes 
both in the factory and on the farm, 
Says in its platform: 

“We recognize our system of tariff 
taxation is intimately connected with 
the business of the country and we 
favor the ultimate attainment of the 
principle we advocate by legislation 
that will not injure or destroy legiti 
mate industry.” 

And Mr, Wilson is already telling 
the people of the country that while 
he believes in ultimate free trade, in 
taking off every duty that is not neces. 
sary for revenue, yet he would 
about it very gradually and kill only 
one industry ata time, The American 
people should by this time be wise to 
such proceedings. They have had 
two doses of this kind of medicine, 
and we do not believe that they will 
accept the statement of the free trade 
party or the free trade candidate that 
if successful they will injure no Amer 
lean industry. The only way to pre 
vent history repeating itself is to re 
elect Mr. Taft and the Republican Con 
gress and then there will be no doubt 
that an American workman will lose 
his job or any American farmer his 
market,

Brain Work of More Importance Than

ny instruction outside of the rules 
would have no hit and run plays, no 
squeeze plays, probably no men caught 
“flat footed” off base, no double steals, 
no delayed steals, no shifting of the In- 
field according to the runners on, the 
score und the “outs;" no signaling, no 
signal stealing, no bidden ball tricks, 
no “stalling” tricks, by which a player 
is led to think a ball Is felded in one 
place when it is really fielded elsewhere 
—in fact, the very heart and soul of 
baseball would be missing. The batter 
would bit or walk and patiently wait 
for his successor to hit or walk to ad- 
vance him, Runs would be in exact 
proportion to hits, and outs would be 
nade only In the stereotyped ways, and 
nobody would care either to play or to 
see the game! 

So it might be sald, without much 
feur of contradiction, that the strategy 
of the game, the part played by brains 
and wits, is more to baseball than ath. 
letic ability to run, hit, feld or throw, 
spectacular and exciting us plays made 
only by strength, muscle and skill must

They Are Used to Advantage by Fish- 
ermen In Cuban Waters, 

In the neighborhood of Havana a 

most pecullur method of securing tur: 

thes is pursued, They tratnor at least 


take advantage of the Instincts of a 
certain species of fish culled by the 
Spunish reve (meaning reversed), be- 


cuuse its back is usually taken for its 
stomach, 

It hus un oval plate attached to its 
hend, the surface of which ts traversed 
by parallel ridges. By this plate it can 
firmly adhere to any solid body it may 
choose, The boats which go in quest 
of turtles each carry a tub containing 
at number of these reves, 

When the sleeping turtles are seen 
they ure approached, and as soon as 
they are Judged near enough a reve 1s 
thrown into the sea. Upon perceiving 
the turtle its instinct teaches it to 
swim right toward It and fit Itself 
firmly upon the creature by means of 
{ts disk. Sooner would the reve allow 
itself to be pulled to pieces than give 
up its grip. 

A ring, which fs attached to the tail 
of the fish, in which a string ts fas- 
tened, allows the fisherman to pull In 
his prize. By a peculiar manipulation 
the reve is pulled off and returned to 
the tub, to be ready for use the next 
time a turtle is sighted.—St. Louls 
Glohe-Democrat. 


NAVAL DISCIPLINE. 


Punishments That Are Meted Out to 
British Sailors. 

For infraction of regulations some 
curious punishments ure meted out in 
the English navy. It is an every day 
occurrence, suys the London Tit-Bits, 
to see half u dozen sailors lined up on 
deck facing the paint work, holding 
their hammocks on their shoulders. At 
first the hainmock isn't heavy, but aft 
er an hour or so it drags on one's 
shoulders like lead. Besides, it is not 
ut all entertaining to stare fixedly at a 
squure foot of painted woodwork for 
un bour or more at a time. 


Another punishment that Jack de- 
kpises is bailing with a spoon. He is 


pluced upon the deck, with two large 
wooden buckets, one filled with water 
aud the other empty. With a spoon he 
must dip all the water from one buck- 
et and transfer it to the other, being 
meanwhile the butt of his comrades’ 
jJests und jeers. 

Sometimes u delinquent is made to 
walk slowly backward and forward 
along the deck, nursing in his arms a 
six inch projectile, weighing a little 
over 100 pounds. Once a sailor who 
laughed at the stammering speech of 
his commander was made to stand 
upon the forebridge in full view of the 
ship's crew und laugh for an hour and 
n half, 

Spitting upon the deck of a man-of- 
war is strictly prohibited. Cuspidors 
ure placed at intervals along the deck, 
und these must be used. Upon some 
ships when a sailor is caught spitting 
upon the deck a small tub is strapped 
to his chest, und he is made to wear it. 
Any one who chooses may use this 
walking receptacle. The offender thus 
punished rarely repeats bis offense.

DYNAMITE AS IT EXPLODES. 


It Follows, as Lightning Does, the Line 
of Least Resistance. 

It is the popular impression that dy 
namite seeks the line of greatest re- 
sistance. Place a quantity of black 
powder on a rock and light it with a 
fuse. It will flash, simply scorching the 
stone, Place a plece of dynamite on 
the same rock, and the rock will be 
shattered; hence the reasoning thut 
dynamite follows the line of greatest 
resistance, 


Nothing could be further from. the 
truth, however. The black powder 
tukes fire nnd explodes much more 


slowly than the dynamite, so that the 
elastic air that Incloses it, as It does 
everything, gives way gradually ond 
the force is lost in the atmosphere. 

With dynamite the explosion bas been 
so sudden, the attack on the air so in- 
stantaneons, that for a fraction of 
second it nctually resists. The force of 
the dynamite is so tremendous that it 
ennnot walt. and it is turned into the 
rock, which for the instant becomes the 
line of least resistance, 

An illustration of this may be seen 
during a display of lightning. A fork 
of it strikes across the sky. It packs 
the air xo densely that it can no longer 
make rapid progress in that direction, 
and it turns aside to follow the line of 
least resistance. It cannot walt for the 
air to yleld. It is the same with dyna- 
mite.—Harper's Weekly.

Next Tuesday is Primary Day— 
& momentous date in political 
history. 

There is a contest en in both of 
the great parties. The odds seem 
to favor Foss, on the Democratic 
aide, although Pelletier has gath- 
ered strength with the force of a 
whirlwind. 

On the Republican Side Benton 
and Walker are contending, al- 
though with less bitterness. 
There the odds seem to favor 
Walker, whose legislative record 
is strong. 

If the Republicans could unite, 
as they did in Maine, the proba- 
bilities are that Walker could win 
the governorship. But the Pro- 
gressives are going to hnve a can- 
di ate in election day in the 
person of Charles S. Bird. Will 
he split the Republican vote wide 
enough to elect a Democrat ?— 
that’s the question. Present in- 
dications do not give him the 
ghost of a chance of winning the 
Governorship for himself. 

The wise strategy would seem 
to suggest a concentration on 
Walker. He was a Progressive 
before some of those who now 
label themselves as such had given 
thought to the meaning of the 
word. He is fearless, vigorous, 
and just. Against either Foss or 
Pelletier he could win. 

It is time for those who desire 
such aresult to let the ‘tumult

Her Sugar Beets Superior to Colora- 
do's and California’s. 

That New England is capable of pro 
ducing sugar beets superior even to 
those of states In which the Industry 
is already flourishing is a little known 
fact revealed by a tabulation of more 
than 30,000 analyses made by the de- 
partment of agriculture and state ex- 
periment stations, Classified and aver. 
: 'y stntes these figures show that 

Cnghind tests outranked 
oitde ii the west. These tabu 
lations of early experiments conducted 
in New England and in Michigan, 
Colorado and California, the three 
states which have become the greatest 
sugar producers, show that the aver 
uxe welght of the New England beet 
21.6 ounces, the sugar content 
13.5 per cent and the purity 82.0 as 
compared to an average weight of 21.2 
sugar content of 13.8 per 
vent and a purity of 81.5 for the three 
other states in question. As will be 
New England excelled in 
both tonnage and purity and was but 
fractionally lower in sugar content. A 
sugar beet of 13.5 per cent sugar and 
S20 purity will yleld considerably 
tore sugar than a beet of 13.8 per 
eent sugar and 81.5 purity, and hence 
the advantage was with the New Eng 
land states rather than with the three 
western states in which the industry 
since has become one of the most im 
portant wealth producers they 
200,000 neres of beets yielding 
them a product valued at $35,000,000 
IInd the Industry developed in accord 
‘unee with these tests New Hugland 
would have added her quota to our 
domestic production of sugar, and her 
farm lands also would have doubled

Labor- 
ers go through the fields on hands and 
knees, grasping one hardy beetlet be 
tween the thumb and 
the left hand, while with the right 
they pull out the remaining beetlets. 
If this operation is not performed at 
a certain period in the development of 
the beetlets those left to grow will die 

By great Inbor the government scl 
entists secured 2,000 single germ beet 
seeds. As only 1 per cent of beet 
seeds are normally single germs, over 
200,000 seeds had to be minutely ex- 
amined for this selection. It took two 
years to secure the first generation of 
the selected plants, for the beet Is a 
Hiennial, The best plant yielded 26 
per cent of single germ seed. In the 
second generation one plant ylelded 50 
per cent single germ seed, The fifth 
generation has just been reached and 
shows one plant ylelding over SO per 
cent of single germ seed, Probably in 
n few more generations the constant 
single germ seed will be a reality. 

As ua result the beet farmer will save 
from $5 to $8 an acre on hand labor, 
nod it is estimated that his average 
fonnage willl be increased from one- 
third to one-half, thus adding from 
§28 to $26 to his profit per acre. 


Root Crop Every Fourth Year. 

Few persons reallze that a large por- 
tlon of Germany is but a sandy plain 
ind her enormous crop yields due to 
the fact that for each three acres of 
eereals grown her farmers raise one 
acre of hoed crops, thus producing a 
root crop on each fleld every fourth 
year, They grow sugar beets wher 
ever possible and are the greatest pro 
ducers of this vegetable in the world 


Ko thoroughly do they appreciate the 


influence of a root crop on the yield 
of other crops that in sections where 
there are no factories to which they 
‘an sell their sugar beets they grow 
beets or other root crops and feed 
them to stock, as they do in Great 
Britain. But where there are sugar 
factories the farmers secure the double 
advantage of first selling the crop for 
sugar and then hauling Its full feeding 
value back to the farm in the residue.

Sugar Beet Culture Would Make 
the “Abandoned Farm” a 
Thing of the Past. 


That New England's farms, frequent- 
ly referred to as worn out or aban- 
doned, are eagily susceptible of becom- 
ing the richest in the country; that 
much of the 4,000,000 acres which have 
gone down to hay can be brought back 
to tillage and that a food staple for 


which $20,000,000 Is) now annually 
spent in other markets may be pro- 
duced within her own limits ts the 


statement of such a noted authority as 
Truman G. Palmer, secretary of the 
United States Beet Sugar Industry, 
who for yeurs has made a most careful 
study of agricultural methods both here 
and abroad, 

To accomplish these results, accord- 
ing to Mr. Palmer, and to return to 
New England the high agricultural po- 
sition which is rightfully hers all that 
is needed is the introduction of the 
sugar beet. Not only are the soils of 
New England capable of producing the 
highest quality of sugar beets, he 
points out, but they are more than suf- 
ficient in aren to supply this section's 
total consumption. Moreover, the indi- 
rect benefits to other crops resulting 
from beet culture would mean doubling 
the yield of those grown in rotaflon 
with It. as lias been amply proved by 
the experiences both of foreign coun- 
tries und those sections of the United 
States where the beet is now grown.

PALMER. 


It is through this agency, for instance, 
that Germany is enabled to secure prac- 
ticully twice as great a yield per acre 
as does this country in such staple 
crops as wheat, rye, barley, oats and 
potatoes, 

“Let the New England farmer once 
begin the cultivation of sugar beets 
and the abandoned farm will soon be- 
come ua thing of the past, supplanted 
by farms second to none in richness 
nud earning power,” says Mr, Palmer 
in effect In a statement which he has 
prepared in support of these views. 
Not only hus New England the soil and 


climate necessury to successful sugar

“In 1900," says Mr. Palmer, “I tabu- 
Inted the results of 30,480 analyses 
mide by the Department of Agriculture 
aud stute experiment stations, classify- 
jung and averaging them by states, and 
the significant fact was disclosed that 
the New England tests outranked 
those made in the west. Had the in- 
dustry developed in accordance with 
these tests New England would have 
added her quota to our domestic pro- 
duction of sugar, and her farm lands 
also would have doubled in productiv- 
ity and value. New England has the 
soll, the climate, the capital, the peo- 
ple, the home market, and practically 
there would be no freight charges In 
distributing the product. If, as the 
cotton industry moves south to get 
closer to the cotton fields, your opera- 
tives could be given remunerative em. 
ployment in beet fields and sugar fac- 
tories and gradually become landown- 
ers, as do the laborers and renters in 
the west, thelr condition would be {m- 
proved instead of injured by the 
change, The west is thankful for the 
New England capital and brains which 
have helped to develop its sugar and 
other industries, but here are green 
fields with wealth producing poss!- 
bilities right at thelr doors, 

“Some have said that there is not a 
sufficient area of cultivable land in 
New England to establish such an In- 
dustry, but in 1910 New England had 
568,000 acres in corn, wheat, barley, 
rye and buckwheat and nearly one- 
half as much more in potatoes, As 
6,000 acres of ure sufficient to 
supply the average modern beet sugat 
factory, New England had an abun- 
dant acreage with which to build up 
nn exteusive factory, Others have 
said that the of New England 
are too poor to produce beets, but this 
opinion is not well grounded.

How 4,000,000 Acres Now 
In Hay May Be Brought 
Back to Tillage, 


United States, for of wheat, rye, barley, 


vats, corn, potatoes and other crops 
their average yield far exceeds the 
average for the United States. Den- 


mark, with the poorest soil and agri- 
cultural climate in Europe, not only 
supplies its people with the sugar 
they consume, but is building new fae- 
tories and preparing to export sugar. 
Establish the beet sugar industry in 
New England and soon some of her 
4,000,000 acres which have gone down 
to hay will be brought back to tillage, 
as were grass lands in Europe. 
“Others have said that New England, 
and especially Maine, is too far north 
to produce sugar beets, but the sugar 
beet areas of both Denmark and Swe- 
den are 600 miles farther north than 
is the northernmost point of Maine. 
The Canadian factory in Alberta is far 
north of Maine, as also are the two 
factories recently erected In Manchu- 


ria. The general belief has been that 
sugar beets would not thrive in the 
northerly damp, cloudy climate of 


Great Britain, but they produce richer 
beets and more of them to the acre 
than are produced in Germany and 
now are constructing their first modern 
factory. 

“When this industry was introduced 
into Europe one-third of the level lands 
were regurded as worthless, one-fourth 
of the fields were fallow, and the yield 
of cereals from the remaining fields 
Wis but twelve bushels per acre. To- 
day vich and poor lands are under the 
plow, less than 5 per cent of the fields 
ire fallowed, and the average yields 
tre far in excess of those which are se 
ured in the Mississippi valley, the most 
‘eriile aren of like extent in the world. 

“Of wheat, rye, barley and oats Eu- 
Without Russia, sowed 156,000,000 
eres in 1907 and harvested 4,000,000,- 
10 bushels, while we sowed 85,500,- 
4) neres to the same crops and got 
ut 1,500,000,000) bushels, our virgin 
i's veturning but eighteen and one- 
ilf bushels per aere, while the aver- 
~ yield) from Europe's 100,600,000

“Dy reason of the introduction of 
ugar beet culture and the scientific 
vstem of rotation which it demanded 
he combined yield per acre of these 
our cereal crops in Germany has 
enched thirty-nine and one-half 
sushels, an increase of 80 per cent In 
bushels per acre during the past thirty 
years, during which times the increase 
in the United States has amounted to 
but 6.6 per cent. 

“Important as is the $60,000,000 an- 
nual product of the beet sugar factories 
of the west, it is of minor account 
when compared to the rejuvenating ef- 
fect which the culture of sugar beets 
has on the soil. The reason {fs simple. 


Consider the conditions in Europe. 
When sugar beet culture was intro- 
duced its farmers were practicing 


what Is known as the ‘three crop sys- 
tem’ of rotation—three successive ce- 
real crops, followed by one year of fal- 
lowing, in order to rest the soil and to 
enable them to pull out the dense 
vrowth of weeds by hand. They were 
plowing but three to four inches deep, 
ind the fertility of the thin layer of 
foose surface soil was all but exhaust- 
“Ll The grain roots were unable to 
penetrate the hard seil underneath, 
nd could they have done so it would 
uive been of no avail, for, containing 
io humus and not having been aerated, 
i was not fertile. Being a deep rooter, 
i prerequisite to sugar beet culture 
was that the soll be stirred to a depth 
f eight to ten inches. At the outset 
farmers in northern Europe rebelled at 
deep plowing, which each year turned 
up new and abundant crops of stones 
to be carted off the fields, just as it 
would be in New England, But, once 
they saw the revolution produced in 
their yields of other crops, factories 
could not be erected rapidly enough to 
treat the beets they would grow. 
“While we have been speculating as 
to the wisdom of certain scientific 
treatments of the soil and how much 
this or that fertilizer would add to the 
yield and to what extent the farmer 
could employ it with profit, Europe has 
tolved the problem of crop yield by 
merely adding a new crop to the rota- 
tion, a crop which more than pays 
for itself and hence involves no added 
expense. The experience of a century 


has demonstrated the fact that the 
general introduction of sugar beet 
culture would solve the problem of 


the high cost of meat and breadstuffs. 

“Inasmuch as New England is In 
the sugar belt, inasmuch as her soils 
would be so greatly benefited by adopt- 
Ing beet culture and inasmuch as her 
great dairying Interests need the rich 
byproducts for stock food, it seems 
Kittle short of criminal that some of 
the New England capitalists who have 
Invested In western beet sugar fac- 
torles should not have started the in- 
dustry in their native states, 

“And now, if at last, by the ald of 
modern technical and = agricultural 
sclence, the modest sugar beet can be 
made to recilaiin the abandoned farms 
of New England, we will reverse the 
phrase and say, ‘Eastward the star of 
empire takes its course,’ ”’

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WHAT A VOTE FOR 
MR, TAFT MEANS 


An Analysis Of The Present 
Situation By William J, 
Tucker LL.D. 


EX-PRESIDENT OF DARTMOUTH 


Says a Vote for President Taft Is a 
Vote for Political Veracity—Also a 
Vote to Maintain the Independence 


of the Presidential Office. 
(Reprinted by permission from the Con- 
gregationalist and Christian World 
of August 22.) 


Doubtless a good many Republicans, 
now that the political situation is de- 
fined, are proposing to vote for Mr, Wil- 
son-—-more, probably, than will eventual- 
ly cast their vote for him, It will become 


increasingly evident, L think as the 
campaign advances that such a course 
would be an evasion; if, that is, one 


should vote for Mr. Wilson to escape the 
alternative of Mr, Taft or Mr. Roose- 
velt. The independent voter, who has 
always been a large factor in the Repub 
lican party, has never hesitated thus 
far to assert his convictions in the most 
direct way possible. A vote to escape a 
dilemma is not a genuine exercise of 
political independency. 

I offer no criticism of those who are 
proposing to vote for Mr, Wilson with 
a view to identifying themselves with 
the Democratic party, or of those who, 
without this definite intention, believe 
that it is for the best interests of the 
country that the Democratic party 
should now be put in power. I 
would not aflirm that it is not 
for the best interests — of the 
country that the Democratic party 
should now return to power. The re- 
public takes the fortune of political par 
ties and on the whole profits thereby. 
If the Democratic party returns to 
power through the popular acceptance of 
its distinctive principles, or because of 
popular confidence in its candidates, the 
return will be natural and may be bene- 
ficial. If the Democratic party returns 


to power through the impatience or 
fears of a considerable number of Re- 


publicans the result may not be beneti- 
cial, and will not be lasting. 

My contention is with the intelligent 
and responsible voter in the Republican 
party who is disposed to evade the re- 
sponsibilities which have fallen upon him 
by virtue of his party affiliations. it is 
the wrong time, as | reckon 
seasons in politics, to throw olf party 
atliliations and responsibilities when the 
juestions at issue within a given party 
are more vital than those which divide 
the parties.

I make a distinetion between Mr, 
Roosevelt and Rooseveltism. For Mr. 
Roosevelt at his best I have had very 
much admiration and respect. I had 
regarded him as one or our most valu- 
able national assets, a man to be 
counted upon for constant and varied 
service to the country. A third term 


had not seemed to me to have an impos- 
sible or an improper place in his future 


career, But for Mr, Roosevelt, com 
mitted to, or merged into Rooseveltism 
that compound of personal eyoism, polit 
ical management, popular idolatry and 
semi-religious enthusiasm—I have more 
distrust than respect 

The obsession of a great man with 
himself goes very far toward neutral 
izing his greatness, for it betrays and 


brings to light qualities which are alto 
yether lacking in greatness, One result 
of the recent self-betrayal of the weak- 
ness of Mr. Roosevelt has been to bring 


out the strength of Mr. Taft; and this | 
not only at the points of contrast, but 


at the points where Mr. Roosevelt had 
been counted strong. The splendid 
courage of Mr. Taft under attack and 
revolt indomitable optimism, his 
sturdy to principles and his 
absolute straightforwardness are char- 
acteristics of which the country ise be- 
ginning to be well apprised. They 
makng their impression. Mr. Taft may 
lack the training and the varied accom 
plishments of the political gladiator or

“warrior,” but not the red blood which 
under provocation stirs him to do “all 
that may become a man.”

MESSENGERS OF DEATH. 


Specters That Haunt Some Old World 
Ancestral Homes. 

That historic German ghost, the 
White Lady of the Hohenzollerns, 
would seem to have more than a legend- 
ury basis. So far as I am aware, this 
ghost las never been investigated by 
properly qualified psychical research 
ers, but Its credentials are too well au 
thentleuted to be ignored. The mission 
of the White Lady, apparently, is te 
unnounece the death of seme member 
of the Hohenzollern family, and her 
most frequent baunting place is the 
royal palace at Berlin. She was seep 
us eurly us 1628, and since the time of 
Frederick the Great her appearance 
has been regularly chronicled on the

THE MOON AS WE SEE IT. 


Its Mountains and Craters and Its 


Lights and Shadows. 

The visible part of the moon Is about 
equal to the superticies of North Amer- 
ica, Itis very mountainous, and around 
the vast dry plains which form the 
dark spots seep with the naked eye ure 
volcanoes whose funnel shaped craters 
resemble old wells filled in by the de- 
posits of ages. 

Mups of the moon show more than 
35,000 such craters, some of them 200 
Kilometers in dlumeter, 

‘The radius of the earth ty supposed to 
be nearly four times that of the moon, 
Proportionally the moon ts myuch more 
mountainous than the earth, All the 
lunar volcanoes are extinct, 

The moon was formed after the earth 
was formed, It has gone to Its doom 
fuster than the earth because, as its 
mass is much feebler than the earth's 
muss, It cooled faster, The moon's ight 
aud shade ure clearly seen because It 
hus bo appreciable atmosphere,

Text of the Lesson, Comprehensive 
Quarterly Review—Golden Text, John 
vi, 63—Commentary Prepared by Rev 
D. M. Stearns. 


Lesson 1.—Malignant unbelief, Mark 
Hii, 20-35. Golden Text, John iii, 10,

He reveals Himself by His word, 
and Jesus Christ is the Living Word, 
between whom and the written word 
there is the most perfect agreement. 
Receiving Him we become children of 
God, the children of the kingdom, for 
which we wait. 

Lesson I1].—The growth of the king 
dom, Mark fy, 26-82; Matt. xiii, 
Golden Text, Matt. vi, 10, “Thy will 
be done in earth, as It is In heaven.” 
The titie of this lesson is unfortunate 
ns the kingdom has not yet begun and 
therefore cannot be growing. In all 
His parables about the kingdom we 
must remember His saying, “The mys 
tery of the kingdom of God."

Lesson IV.—The wheat and the 
tares, Matt. xiii, 24-30, 86-48. Golden 
Text, Matt. xill, 30, “Gather ye togeth 
er first the tares and bind them in 
bundles to burn them, but gather the 
wheat into my barn.” Since the har 
vest is the end of this age and the 
devil keeps at work till then, it should 
be clear to all who believe that the 
kingdom cannot come in this age 
First the church js taken, then the age 
runs on till He shall come to close it, 

Lesson V.—The worth of the king 
dom, Matt. xiii, 44-53. Golden ‘Text, 
Matt. vi, 88, “Seek ye first the king- 
dom of God and His righteousness, 
and all these things shall be added 
unto you.” The parables of the treas 
ure and the pearl set forth the pre 
ciousness of Israel and the church to 
IHlim who gave up all for their sakes, 
for they will be the heavenly and 
earthly centers of His kingdom, 

Lesson VI.—A troubled sea and a 
troubled soul, Mark iv, 35 to v. 20. 
Golden Text, Ps. xlvi, 1, 2 (R. V., 
“God “Is our refuge and strength, a 
very present help in trouble.” See a 
weary man untroubled, peacefully 
sleeping in the midst of great trouble. 
See Him mightier than the storm or 
than a legion of demons, for He is as 
truly God as man, and all things shall 
yet be subject to Him, 

Lesson VII.—The Ruler's daughier, 
Mark vy, 21-48. Golden Text, Mark v, 
11, ‘And Tle took the damsel by the 
hand and said unto her, Talitha, 
cuml, whieh ts, betng interpreted, 
Damsel, I say unto thee arise,” 
Twelve years of life developing, sud 
Cenly ended, but restored; twelve 
years of life wasting away suddenly 
made whole, for in Him is life. He 
is the life and the resurrection, 

Lesson VIII.—The visit to Nazareth, 
Luke iv, 16-80. Golden Text, John i, 
11 (Rt. V.), “He came unto His own, 
nnd they that were His own received 
Ilim not.” Joth this and the later 
Visit to Nazareth (Mark vi, 1-6,) re- 
sulted in their refusing Him, because 
they thought they knew Him too well 
to receive Him as the Messiah. 
one has said that they might 
known Him better if they had 
known Him so well. 

Lesson IX.—The death of John the 
Baptist, Mark vi, 14-29. Golden Text, 
Rev. ii, 10 (R, Vo), “Be thou faithful 
unto death, and I will give thee the 
crown of life.’ To my mind the story 
of John is, from the human side, in 
respects one of the saddest in 
the Bible. A great man in the sight 
of the Lord, foretold centuries before 
he was born, filled with the Spirit 
from his birth, honored to hear the 
voice of God and baptize Jesus, yet 
killed to please IHerodias, 

Lesson X,—The mission of the 
twelve, Matt, ix, 35; x, 15. GoldenText, 
Matt. x, 40, “He that recelveth you 
me, and he that receiveth 
me receiveth Him that sent me.” An 
other perplexing lesson to those who 
see only the earth side. Sent forth 
with blessing only for Israel, to be be 
stowed freely, promised hatred and 
persecution and probably death. Yet

Matt, xi, 20-30. Golden Text, Matt.

Lesson NII.—The feeding of the 
5,000, Mark vi, 80-44 Golden Text, 
John vi, 85, “Jesus sald unto them, | 
fun the bread of life.” Instead of 
puzzling over that which is too deep 
or too high for us, here Is something 
within reach of all, Do as the lad did, 
and give our all to Jesus, that He 
may bless and multiply it and use us 
to give to the hungry the bread of 
life.
